The Responsibility 

But, you may ask, what can teacher 
help child develop wholesome 
concept self, concept self con- 
ducive learning? think there are 
number things that teacher can do, 
as, for example: 

Avoid anything that might suggest 
that you reject the child. Use praise 
much possible rather than blame. Al- 
ways preface your criticism with state- 
ment that shows your appreciation the 
child’s good Even when you 
must correct child, such way 
that does not get the idea that he’s 
the one who always needs correction. 
let him see himself the one who al- 
ways gives the wrong answer always 
does the awkward thing. Above all, don’t 
let him see himself the role teacher’s 
problem child—even is! For in- 
stance, avoid saying, “Oh, John, you're 
slumping your seat again. How many 
times have tell you sit 
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straight? You never seem remember.” 
The child may straighten for while, 
and certainly will straighten every 
time you tell him so. But does 
not develop the concept himself the 
kind person who sits straight when 
there one around remind him. 
other words, sees himself the role 
the immature boy who can never 
depended upon take responsibility for 
sitting straight. And once sees him- 
self this role, acts accordingly. 
would much better say him, 
John, what’s happening big boy 
today? Did you Then, when 
straightens say, “That’s fine, John, 
you know the right thing do. don’t 
have remind you very often, I?” 
Even you have had remind him 
twenty times hour, the chances are 
that answer “No,” you have made 
your statement convincing enough. When 
and over again, try minimize the fact 
that you are correcting him often. 
notices comments the number 
times you have had correct him, 
show him immediately how much better 
now than was formerly. 

adopt air confidence that course 
the child did not really mean offend 
and that you are sure that will big 
enough next time not again. This 
effective way preventing child 
from developing unwholesome self-con- 
cept. But the child has already devel- 
oped faulty self-concept and deeply 
discouraged this treatment alone will not 
work. Discouragement calls for another 
kind handling and often professional 


dislodge it. But teachers can help pre- 
vent these conditions, and much easier 
prevent than cure them. 


Feelings Are Important 

Pay attention the child’s feelings 
often you can. Encourage him 
tell you how feels about things, and 
then careful listen. Let suppose, 
for instance, that child tells you 
afraid out recess time because 
the other boys are bigger and stronger 
than and afraid getting hurt. 
And suppose, further, that you look 
the child you realize that every bit 
husky the other children.

The St. Louis province the Society Mary (Marianists) 
began with the division the central province (headquarters 
Dayton, Ohio) 1908. April 21, 1908, six postulants came 
from Dayton the new headquarters Villa St. Joseph, Fergu- 
son, Mo. The new St. Louis province had that time 153 
religious six priests, nine working Brothers, and 138 teaching 
Brothers. The priests were: Rev. Joseph Weckesser, provincial; 
Rev. August Frische; Rev. Louis Tragesser; Rev. James Canning; 
Rev. Joseph Heyd; and Rev. Joseph Ei. Fathers Canning and 
are still living. 

The province now has 491 members priests, working 
Brothers, and 405 teaching Brothers. While the number 
houses has increased only four (from 22) years, 
the average number religious per institution has increased 
from about eight 22. The number students enrolled has 
increased from about 3,000 12,000. 

Among the first six postulants was Very Rev. Sylvester 
Juergens, S.M. (of Dubuque, Iowa) recently superior general 
the order, the only American ever hold that post. Among 
his accomplishments has been the transfer the general adminis- 
tration the Society Rome. had been Nivelles, 
where the former generalate was located following the French 
antireligious legislation 1903.

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central headquarters the St. Louis province); St. Joseph’s 
College, Victoria, Tex.; St. Mary’s College and St. Louis 
College and San Fernando School, San Antonio, Tex.; St. Mary’s 
School, Winnipeg, Manitoba, Canada; Academie Provencher, St. 
Boniface, Manitoba, Canada; Colegio Santa Maria, Hermosillo, 
Mex.; and Colegio Nuestra Senora Guadalupe, Durango, 
Mex.

The Society Mary has had important role 
origin and development the outstanding archdiocesan system 
high schools St. Louis, Mo. The idea the archdiocesan 
system began with discussions between Rev. Aloysius Garthoeff- 
ner, superintendent St. Louis Catholic parochial schools, and 
Brother Gerald Mueller, who was that time principal 
Sts. Peter and Paul School St. Louis. The plan received 
the enthusiastic endorsement Archbishop John Glennon, 
who made initial contribution $1,000 the cause. Brother 
Mueller became the first principal the new Kenrick High 
School, the first the diocesan high schools which began its 
work 1911. The Brothers from then have been prominent 
staffing the boys’ high schools the St. Louis archdiocesan 
system. 

From the humble beginning with three Brothers Mary 
Sts. Peter and Paul parish 1911, the present St. Louis arch- 
diocesan high school system has grown seven schools with 
total enrollment some 5000 students and seven different 
religious orders charge instruction.! 


Marianists Texas 


1851, Most Rev. Odin, C.M., Bishop Galveston 
and later Archbishop New Orleans, begged the superior general 
the Society Mary Bordeaux, France. and his council 
send Brothers his diocese. The Bishop 
Brothers from France New Orleans, where they met their 
director, Brother Andrew Edel, who had been sent from Dayton, 
Ohio. They reached San Antonio the end May, 1852. 

San Antonio the Brothers established St. Mary’s College 
which became well known the South.

The first provincial headquarters the St. Louis province 
were the original postulate Ferguson, Mo., 
From 1910 1921 they were the newly erected house known 
Chaminade College near Clayton, Mo., where the Society also 
conducted secondary and elementary school. the mean- 
time, the Society acquired estate the southern limits 
the city Kirkwood, Mo., which they named Maryhurst, and 
began separate motherhouse with buildings house adminis- 
tration, scholastics, novices, and postulants. Brother Gerald 
Mueller, S.M., was the first director the new Normal School 
Maryhurst with Rev. Andrew Heider, S.M., chaplain and 
sub director. June 1922, the Archbishop St. Louis, 
Most Rev. John Glennon, dedicated the new establishment. 

There are present Maryhurst postulants (high school 
students) and scholastics (religious with temporary vows, 
pursuing college studies) addition the provincial officers. 
The latter are: Very Rev. Glennon McCarty, S.M., provincial; 
Brother Theodore Hoeffken, S.M., provincial inspector; and 
Brother Joseph Duventester, S.M., treasurer. 

mentioned previously, several Canadian houses are attached 
the St. Louis province. Among them are Provencher High 
School, Manitoba; Institute Ste. Marie, St. Anselme, Quebec; 
Villa Chaminade, and the Canadian postulate Levis, Quebec. 
building St. Anselme planned become the mother 
house future Canadian province. The school there affiliated 
with Laval University Quebec. Hence Canadian candidates 
now receive formation their own postulate, novitiate, and 
scholasticate. 

The St. Louis province maintains full-time traveling re- 
cruiter, Brother William McCarthy, S.M., with headquarters 
Maryhurst. assisted Brother Lester Raszkowski, S.M., 
who supervises the vocational testing program and the vocational 
promotion service.

Basic administrative problems—class size, class age dis-

When was asked make the second trip Brazil, was 
not made clear exactly why the hurry and why the importance. 
There were faint whispers that some way the Roman Catholic 
Church was involved. precaution asked His Eminence 
Cardinal Stritch, then Chicago, were agreeable him, 
would give letters introduction the Cardinal Rio 
Janeiro and the Archbishop the State Minas Gerais. This 
graciously did. The Catholic problem was Minas Gerais, 
where the American assistance program was put into effect. 
After being Belo Horizonte, the capital Minas Gerais, 
went over see the auxiliary Bishop, exceptionally intelligent 
man direct, frank, and genial. Naturally, result Cardinal 
Stritch’s letter, was received graciously, and presented the 
Bishop copy life St. John Baptist Salle. 
discussed the American problem and was invited talk the 
Catholic teachers. What happened after that may briefly 
summarized the following paragraphs. 


Conferences Catholic Teachers

for the Archbishop, that gave series conferences Catholic 
teachers and priests. The Bishop issued the invitation and call for 
the meetings. thought would helpful give three 
conferences:

The questions indicated interest the State’s place 
education, the extent the Catholic school system, its freedom 
from interference, transportation pupils, Catholics and the 
program Belo Horizonte, and particularly the lack Catholics 
the American staff. There underlying suspicion 
American education which superficial information about American 
education federal regulations about selection personnel will 
not satisfy for more than moment. 


American Staff Co-operative 


There were the time only four Americans actually engaged 
the operation the program. All were non-Catholics. The 
program was limited the elementary program the Institute 
Americans were sense anti-Catholic; they were, fact. 
very friendly toward the entire educational system Brazil.

Reaction the Head the American Educational 
Mission 

The effect the writer’s second visit Brazil 
judgment the American mission Belo Horizonte was that 
the whole climate opinion had changed. Upon completion the 
assigned work, the head the American Educational Mission, 
Dr. Thomas Hart, wrote spontaneously letter under 
date November 1957, which said:

Rev. William Most, teacher 
Latin Loras College, Dubuque, Iowa, 
has developed what terms the Natural 
Method Teaching Latin—an attempt 


imitate the processes native learn- 
ing his own language. His method 
combination the two common methods 
the traditional method (grammar analy- 
sis) and the direct method (emphasizing 
content). claims that the so-called tradi- 
tional method misnamed, since not 
the true traditional way teaching Latin. 

‘Discussing the poor results from most 
mcdern teaching Latin, Father Most 
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says that “For about 1000 years after 
La:in ceased native language, 
taught with far greater success, 
that students, even those very ordinary 
intelligence, actually learned read, write, 
speak the language fluently. The 
used then were not very much 
like the method that has now come 
considered ‘traditional.’” calls atten- 
tion the fact, from history, that the 
popularity Latin and the ability 
students learn have declined ever 
since the method was intro- 
duced about the 16th century. 

1910 nearly per cent the stu- 
dents American high 
Latin. 1934 the figure had dropped 
per cent. Authors estimate that the 
figure had dropped below per cent 
1950 and that per cent this 
small group dropped the language after 
two years. 


Teaches Late Latin 

Father Most believes language can 
deftly tabbed dead language nothing 
done about it. “But living language 
changes,” says, “and lot people 
fail see that living language has 
change and grow. doing, may 
become better worse language, but 
the mere fact that changes does not 
mean its decline.” 

said that language didn’t change 
would have condemn Chaucer for 
changing the language Beowulf, Shake- 
speare for departing from Chaucerian rules 
—not mention what judgment would 
passed upon modern English, which has 
departed still farther. 

The chief purpose language, ac- 
cording Father Most, convey 
thought. ought with ease, 
accuracy, and beauty. “In the measure 
which does this,” pointed out, “it 
good means communication. the 
language.” 

prove his point compared the 
Latin Cicero and that St. Augustine, 
one the “late” Latinists. showed 
that the vocabulary Cicero’s time was 
noticeably smaller than that late Latin 
and that constructions the late Latinists 
were more logical. so, why not use 
late Latin. The strong adherence Cice- 
ronian details, Father Most believes, has 
been the downfall Latin’s popularity. 
“Students forced imitate Cicero, for- 
bidden use any non-Ciceronian words, 
unable express and describe the new 
things that appeared civilization marched 
gradually developed contempt for 
Latin.” 
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Today’s traditional school upholds two 
objectives the study Latin: mental 
discipline and cultural value. But Father 
Most contends that, get reading and 
speaking knowledge the language, em- 
phasis cannot heavily grammar analy- 
sis. While has tentatively called his 
method the “Natural Method” himself 
has not taken over the medieval procedure 
bodily. Students are older now when they 
study Latin. wishes, however, that 
Latin were taught the early grades. 

From the older method has borrowed 
the basic principle: Learning language 
really learning set habits. But how 
does one learn linguistic habits? an- 
swers that simply: having frequent, 
extensive contact with large quantities 
matter that always easy, relative 
given stage the students development. 
And here again defends his approach 
citing major failure the traditional- 
ists: “Once student has been given 
drilling the fundamentals grammar, 
not given some material read 
that will easy relative his stage 
development, rather thrust into Cae- 
sar’s wars, whose difficulty such 
magnitude that throughout even eight years 
Latin will never see anything greatly 
more difficult.” 


Change Study Habits 

According Father Most’s method, 
the students’ study habits need 
changed sharply. asks three things 
the student: First, the student begins 
the day reading sentence group 
sentences Latin, trying follow 
much the thought can without 
translating and without thinking Eng- 
lish. That, says, the way Roman 
children learned Latin and the way 
learned English. 

The second step the technique 
have the student translate the passage 
has not fully understood previously. 
the first year book the vocabulary 
the margin. Father Most thinks that 
dangerous look words too early 
the course day’s preparation. Very 
often Latin word has many 
right one can selected only after 
the general thought the sentence 
determined. The last resort the second 
step have the student pick out the 
subject, verb, and object. This reserved 
for emergency cases only. use regu- 
larly would resort the “traditional” 
grammar-analysis approach. 

Finally the student reads the entire 
sentence passage least six times. The 
reason for this re-reading form 


habits. this way, the student becomes 
familiar with many patterns structure 
well vocabulary endings. the 
most efficient and most natural way 
learn all these things. When has re- 
read many passages builds set 
habits that operate automatically and 
without effort. This method gives him 
freedom handling the language. 


Simplified Forms 


There are many features about the ap- 
proach that are different and downright 
interesting. For example, Latin conversa- 
tion, while not essential the method, 
plays big part learning the language. 
The method easy. starts the very 
first class day. The teacher asks questions 
Latin and the students answer repeat- 
ing the teacher’s sentence with only one 
word changed. 

Verb forms are presented different 
scheme. They are presented the third 
person instead the traditional first 
person. His text also begins with the 
perfect tense. The English term for the 
objective case used instead the ac- 
cusative which Father Most says really 
mistranslation made Roman gram- 
marians Greek word. The second case 
given the ablative. The possessive case 
not presented for some time. listing 
verbs the vocabulary, only three parts 
are given. For example, the English word 
comes out this way: amare, ama- 
vit, amatus. 

The new text’ doesn’t have vocabulary 
the end. The reason require stu- 
dents make vocabulary notebook. The 
notebook provides good practice, helps 
learning, and because less convenient 
use, encourages more memorizing. 

The vocabulary listings for gender too 
are different form. gender 
marked for declensions and 

Father Most’s method, now its third 
time around, provides short cut. Since 
started it, has found through ex- 
aminations that the method definitely gives 
high efficiency and students get more fun 
out it. Besides, learning quicker and 
easier students not too Latin 
minded. 

Father Most sums his method 
saying that Latin commands two controls, 
passive and active. The passive control 
enables the average student understand 
the language the written and spoken 
form. The active demands explanation. 
prefers the former. That doesn’t mean 
that active mastery the language nil 
his presentation. certain amount does 
ensue. 
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The Class Within Class 


The teaching principle the class with- 
class offered this paper not 
basically new but the fact that based 
psychology encouragement may 
put new light. Overcrowded class- 
rooms should not prevent its being suc- 
cessful. Classes pupils can broken 
down successfully standards right 
and wrong, proportion, and responsibility 
are kept mind when determining the 
nature class activities.

Hand Puppets 

Hand puppets are those which have 
bodies. The head made one more 
fingers may inserted. The clothes 
the puppet cover the hand and arm 
the operator. Adults have sometimes made 
hobby hand pupets. They make care- 
fully modeled heads, elegant hairdos, and 
long flowing gowns which come down 
the operator’s elbow. Hands, too, are often 
made long, slender, and 
very dramatic. The hands are fastened 
the sleeves tube into which the opera- 
tor thrusts his fingers. 

But the heads that children, ten 
twelve years old, make are usually gro- 
tesque and lots fun. The head 
modeled prepared clay. Children must 
reminded view their work from the 
side occasionally for there tendency 
make the face flat with mere little 
knob for nose.

Thorough Study; Exemplary 
Collaboration 

far know, there never was the 
history the Church catechism prepared 
with such expenditure time and well- 
organized study. Since 1925, new catechism 
was used Germany (Deutscher Einheits- 
katechismus). looked rather similar the 
Baltimore Catechism used the United States, 
since both are more less descendants 
the same text, viz., the famous catechism 
Deharbe which appeared first 1847 
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Luzern. The German text 1925, like the 
present form the Baltimore catechism, em- 
bodied many improvements according the 
postulates modern catechetics. Despite these 
amendments, the book whole still retained 
the characteristics the original: solid doc- 
trine, clear formulation, dry presentation, in- 
spired more scholastic theology than 
the Bible; concerned too exclusively with 
scholarly knowledge religion, adapted more 
teaching religion than winning love 
religion. Since the opposition 
catechists against this catechism grew year 
year, the German Bishops decided 1935 
provide better catechism. First one tried 
adapt the catechism 1935 the needs 
our times. But very soon became 
evident the leaders that revised edition 
the former catechism could not solve the 
problem. was not the question some 
additions abbreviations, nor some better 
formulations the traditional text; what was 
needed was new approach teaching 
Christian religion. Therefore 
Bishops ordered the preparation com- 
pletely new catechism and laid down for this 
important work some leading principles. The 
new catechism should God centered and 
Christ centered (God the beginning and 
end all things, Christ the way). 
should centered the Bible and the 
Church. should book for children, 
book for living, and book for our times. 
ciples given the back flap the English 
edition the catechism. The German Bishops 
intended, from the very beginning, more 
kerygmatic orientation catechetics and re- 
quested that the authors consider the valuable 
suggestions Rev. Joseph Jungmann, 
notable among them Dr. Klemens Tilmann, 
Franz Schreibmayr, Dr. Hubert Fischer, and 
Dr. Joseph Goldbrunner were commissioned 
prepare first draft the book. They 
worked close collaboration with the dele- 
gates the individual dioceses and with 
large group specialists catechetics. Who- 
ever was interested the important work 
had his opportunity make his remarks 
the subject full frankness; and this they 
did. About 15,000 remarks and amendments 
were carefully studied and used the final 
compilation the book. After from 
years hard work the book 
mulgated the German Bishops. its 
present form, the catechism stands 
monument the exemplary collaboration 
these zealous workers and the genuine expres- 
sion new attitude teaching religion.

The Nazis everybody knows were masters 
influencing and arousing emotions. was 
quite evident that, the face this most 
difficult situation, the former too formalistic 
and too intellectualistic presentation re- 
ligion was longer efficient. What the chil- 
dren needed this situation evidently was 
initiation Christian religion which, al- 
though based solid explanation Christian 
doctrine, showed efficiently the attractiveness 
the message our Saviour. Thus the au- 
thors the German catechism from the be- 
ginning their work were fully conscious 
the leading principles modern catechetics 
which apply any age. There was reason 
change their fundamental attitude when, 
after the war, Nazism disappeared 
propaganda against Christian thinking ceased. 

fact from the beginning the modern 
catechetical renewal, more than years ago, 
the leaders have sought new attitude 
teaching religion. former times, they said, 
completely Christianized community with 
deep Christian faith and living Christian re- 
ligion, was tolerable, although not ideal, 
that the scholarly religious instruction was 
somewhat dry and more concerned with the 
intellectual ordering and penetration what 
the children already knew and esteemed from 
their religious practice home. Times have 
changed. our times would quite un- 
realistic suppose thoroughly religious 
background the families our average 
students. The modern catechetical apostolate, 
therefore, cannot presume that the child al- 
ready has sincere reverence for and prac- 
tical knowledge the Christian religion but 
must communicate this reverence and knowl- 
edge thoroughly and efficiently possible. 
Teaching religion must become again teaching 
good news. The new German catechism 
perhaps, present, the most perfect applica- 
tion these principles the catechism itself. 


Teaching Good News 


The most characteristic quality the new 
German catechism seems precisely that, 
with exemplary consistency and brightness, 
Christian doctrine presented the good 
news God’s Kingdom: God’s unparalleled 
love, which “has rescued from the power 
darkness and transferred into the king- 
dom His beloved Son” (Col. 1:13). The 
idea that Christian doctrine, after all, es- 
sentially more than list doctrines 
must know, and list commandments 
must observe, not only here 
coming out clearly this beautiful catechism, 
rather penetrates the whole presentation. 
The symbolic picture the introduction 
shows crown and the text itself starts with 
the following significant words: “It great 
good fortune that are Christians. have 
received God’s grace abundantly, and know 
what our business the world be, and 
what marvelous goal awaits us.” 


The three introductory chapters deal with 
the glory our calling and our task 
earth, with the Church the guardian and 
teacher our faith, and joyful 
news God’s Kingdom. This good news, 
then, unfolded more detail the four 
main parts, dealing with the main sections 
the way salvation, (what means the 
same) with the coming God’s Kingdom. 
Part one “Of God and our Redemption” 
shows how great and good God and how 
much loved sending His only be- 
gotten Son Redeemer. Part two “Of 
the Church and the Sacraments” shows God’s 
love work here and now, among and 
us. Part three “Of Life Accordance with 
God’s Commandments” deals with the response 
His love God rightly expecting from us, 
with our part establishing the Kingdom 
God. Here becomes clear that teaching 
good news does way mean silencing 
God’s commandments. But means positive 
presentation the commandments: “It was 
out His fatherly love that God gave 
the Ten Commandments. They are like 
signposts pointing the way our happiness 
this world and the next” (p. 300f.). 
Part four teaches how God the end 
time will finish His grand work glory and 
love and take His beloved children home for 
ever. With final chapter “The Kingdom 
God All its Glory” the catechism con- 
cludes its joyful tidings the Kingdom. The 
last paragraph the 
reads: “That the kingdom God its 
glory, which Christ has proclaimed 
That the everlasting home for which our 
hearts yearn. That the marriage feast 
the Lamb, for which the Church ever sighs 
like bride. She says Christ, her Bride- 
groom: “Come, Lord Jesus” (Apoc 22:20). 
this plainly eschatological orientation the 
teaching the good news results that 
genuine combination deep joy and religious 
earnestness which characteristic the 
New Testament and the Liturgy. 


Positive Approach the Church 


The stress the religious values Chris- 
tian doctrine and Christian life results 
positive rather than negative approach 
teaching the truths the Catholic Faith. 
Needless say the catechism presents clearly 
and concisely the doctrinal points which 
Catholic teaching opposition the 
errors the Protestants. German students, 
for whom the catechism was compiled orig- 
inally, live generally more less close 
association, and hence for them with Prot- 
estants solid understanding specific Cath- 
olic doctrine necessary for American 
students. Nevertheless the emphasis the 
catechism not the doctrines religious 
controversy, but the authors have tried 
achieve perfect integration these doc- 
trines into the whole joyful message which 
are commissioned proclaim: the place and 
function the Church the work salva- 
tion. The first five chapters part two ex- 
plain “How Christ Founded and Equipped 
the Church”; then eleven chapters show “The 
Church Work the One them 
deals exclusively with “the Church’s mission 
preach everywhere.” Even mission coun- 
tries may somewhat difficult find 
another catechism which spends whole 
chapter the missionary task the Church. 
This positive approach the doctrines 
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the Church rather than the more apologetical 
approach former catechisms one the 
important reasons why the German Catechism 
well adapted the instruction con- 
verts. 


Mastery Catechetical 
Concentration 


The pastoral situation from which the Ger- 
man catechism started, required also 
special way catechetical concentration. The 
time for religious instruction was shortened, 
and many cases, any kind religious in- 
struction the schools was forbidden. Be- 
sides, there was powerful propaganda through 
schools, press, and radio for pagan outlook 
life and pagan way living. The very 
fundamentals Christian doctrine and life 
were continuously questioned and attacked. 
This great danger called for concentration 
the fundamental doctrines 
ligion. least the pillars genuine Christian 
life had secured. set forth and 
strengthen coherent and winning outlook 
life, was necessary provide in- 
spiring insight into the wonderful coalescence 
these fundamentals into the one unpar- 
alleled Christian message have proclaim 
and live. Here again, what was needed 
that critical time special way, stressed 
modern catechetics leading principle 
any good catechetical teaching. Thus 
can only profit greatly from the mastery 
catechetical concentration find the Ger- 
man Catechism. The central idea which pene- 
trates the main parts well the individual 
lessons and unites them one great message 
the good news our way God through 
Christ the Church, other words, the 
way our salvation Christ. 

Throughout the book find very well 
chosen selection the catechetical material. 
The authors studied, course, former cat- 
echisms carefully and learned from them; 
nevertheless the reason for including in- 
dividual doctrine was never the mere fact 
that belonged the traditional stock, but 
only that was considered necessary 
least very helpful order understand 
and appreciate our Christian call and 
live truly Christian life. That evidently does 
not mean that there have been admitted only 
doctrines which are directly concerned with 
religious action. There are, 
knows, doctrines the Blessed Trinity, crea- 
tion, elevation, Incarnation, and many others 
which, although themselves they belong 
the theoretical sphere, are nevertheless 
fundamental importance for Christian life. 
genuine Christian teaching can ever silence 
them. The only question can how 
present them such manner that their 
great importance for truly Christian life 
shown full evidence. The new German 
catechism excels showing the vital impor- 
tance these “theoretical” Christian doc- 
trines. 


More Doctrine Memorization 

catechism which outstanding cat- 
echical concentration one would, perhaps, ex- 
pect find shorter than the former cat- 
echisms. The German catechism, certainly, 
isn’t; requires, the English edition, 425 
pages. There are two main reasons for this 
unusual length. the first place, the book 
way intended textbook for the 
early grades. According modern catechetics, 


even the best systematic catechism out 
place for the little ones. They are 
initiated religious instruction which starts 
from Bible stories and follows the sequence 
sacred history and the liturgical year. 
Books like the German catechism are only 
for the higher grades the elementary school, 
for the first years the high school, and for 
the instruction adult converts. 

The second even more important reason 
for the rather large size found the 
methodical structure the lessons. not 
catechism, which exclusively least 
primarily consists questions and answers, 
but so-called “catechism exposition.” 
Each its 136 lessons begins with first 


Short, plain exposition the doctrine 


taught. After this exposition, under the head- 
ing “consider,” follow some questions without 
answers added. These are intended help 
fixing mind the essential point the 
preceding exposition more clearly and more 
consciously. Then, finally, follow some ques- 
tions with answers which are supposed 
memorized. single lesson usually there 
are only one two these questions. The 
136 lessons the book contain all together 
248 questions. the very end the lesson 
some helps are added for better penetration 
and assimilation the respective doctrine, 
with headings like “for “from Holy 
“from the life the Church,” 
“things do,” and similar ones according 
the nature the respective lesson. 

This new methodical structure the cat- 
echism has some remarkable advantages. 
prevents, much possible, merely me- 
chanical memorization Christian doctrine. 
“forces” the catechist explain Christian 
doctrine. facilitates religious understanding 
and application life. enables the parents 
follow the religious instruction which their 
children get school, assist them 
ing Christian doctrine, and, case neces- 
sity, even teach them religion home. 

The material memorized reduced 
minimum. thorough study the 248 
answers intended for memorization proves 
that have here much more than mere re- 
duction material. The authors succeeded 
securing their new formulation questions 
and answers the real quintessence Chris- 
tian doctrine. Here, too, the tendency serve 
religious understanding Christian doc- 
trine and point out its relation Christian 
life comes light. Former catechisms de- 
pended their formulations more 
essary scholastic theology. This catechism, 
very successfully, uses many 
formulation God Himself which find 
the Bible. Thus, even with regard the 
questions and answers, much the former 
dryness gives way genuine religious unction. 


The Pictures the Catechism 


There reason all admire every- 
thing find the new German catechism. 
not necessary for decide whether 
its illustrations are suitable for German chil- 
dren today. Even Germany many peo- 
ple who like the catechism don’t 
pictures. admit that the pictures are 
meaningful. Most them may acceptable 
and even good for German youngsters, but 
need not recommend them for other coun- 
tries. 

the English edition the pictures have 
been made much more acceptable coloring 


them; nevertheless, sure, many readers 
the United States and elsewhere will not 
won the cause modern catechetics 
these controversial pictures. They will find 
them too heavy, too complicated, too dis- 
torted, too unchildlike. Perhaps one thing 
least can learn from these pictures: 
away with any kind religious rubbish 
which, until recently, have found 
abundantly religious books and the walls 
our schools. 


The Use This Catechism 


regard the imitation the saints, 
have been told: Don’t try copy their 
life; learn from their spirit. translation 
the German catechism undoubtedly can 
much good for catechetical studies. Prac- 
tically everywhere the question thorough 
revision the usual catechism being dis- 
cussed. For that can learn much from the 
German catechism, but need not imitate 
slavishly. long don’t have our own 
new catechism, which answers 
wishes modern catechetics, the German 
book may excellent service for the cat- 
echists themselves, order prepare their 
catechetical instructions and sermons. also 
fect, textbook religion the higher grades 
elementary schools and the first years 
high schools. But even for this use 
would need remarkable adaptation the con- 
crete situation the United States. The same 
said with regard the use for the 
religious instruction adult converts. 

Finally well keep mind the ex- 
cellent principle which the authors the 
German catechism suggest the first rule 
for using well: “The most important factor 
religious instruction not the catechism 
book; you yourself and what you teach. 
The catechism meant simply aid; 
for you provides suggestion, and for the 
children provides matter for study and 
repetition.” 

Even have excellent catechism, 
have never forget the leading principle for 
the use any catechism: The catechism for 
the children, not the children for the cat- 
echism; but the children are for God.

The 
scholastic sins our Catholic schools may 
not black nor many those some 
public institutions, but varying degrees some 
our own schools seem have been in- 
fected with forms the virus progressiv- 
ism. How many our own schools share 
the strictures passed upon the public schools 
for failure provide for the gifted student 
How many our schools have become ob- 
sessed with American citizenship, democratic 
living, and vocational training? And just how 
defend before the critics Catholic 
schools which Latin and trigonometry have 
been crowded off the curriculum courses 
driving and business arithmetic, which 
sports extravaganzas, including high-stepping 
drum majorettes and high-reaching basketball 
players scholarship, dominate the high 
school scene and monopolize faculty and stu- 
dent energies? Next time someone raises the 
question ‘Where are our Catholic scholars?’ 
might well ask his question, not the colleges, 
but the high schools. 
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“The full recognition the dual obligation 
educate was given official voice the 
leaders the American Church 125 years ago 
the second concilar gathering the bishops. 
They stated that they had sought: 

‘to create colleges and schools which your 
children whether male female, might have 
the best opportunities literature and science, 
united strict protection their morals 
and the best safeguards their faith’ (Guil- 
day, The National Pastorals the American 
Hierarchy, NCWC, 1923, 74). 

“The next Provincial Council Baltimore, 
1837, said our Catholic schools: 

our most earnest wish make them 
perfect possible, their fitness for the 
communication and improvement science, 
well for the cultivation pure, solid, 
and enlightened piety’ 115). 

“The greatest council the American 
Church, the Third Plenary Council Balti- 
more, held ideal the perfecting 
our schools, and flatly repudiated the notion 
‘that the Catholic schools need any 
respect inferior any other school whatso- 
ever’ (ibid., 247). fact, the bishops stressed 
the ideal academic excellence even the 
point stating that, precautionary meas- 
ures were taken, the lack academic excel- 
lence Catholic school would sufficient 
justification for Catholic parent send his 
child another type school preference 
Catholic one.”

Guidance From St. Thomas 


Rev. Charles Curran, Ph.D., the 
department psychology Loyola Uni- 
versity, Chicago, read, the Minor Sem- 
inary Department, paper “Counseling 
the Minor Seminary.”

stances, situations, and personalities that can 
way another affect our choice 
various methods and means. St. Thomas says: 
follows the judgment reason 
matters action. There much uncertainty 
because actions are concerned with contingent 
singulars which, reason their variability 
are uncertain. things doubtful 
tain, the reason does not pronounce judgment 
without previous inquiry. Therefore, the reason 
necessity must institute inquiry before 
deciding what chosen; and this 
inquiry called counsel,’ 14, 1). 
“This first counsel phase only the begin- 
ning complicated personalized 
process which must finally bring into play 
all the complex operational powers the 
personality. 
right reason applied action. 
Hence that which the chief act 
reason regard action must needs the 
chief act prudence. Now there are three 
such acts. The first take counsel, which 
belongs discovery, for counsel act 
what one has discovered, and that act 
the speculative reason. But the practical 
reason which directed action, goes further, 
and its third act command, which act 
consists applying action the things coun- 
seled and judged, and since this act approaches 
nearer the end the practical reason 
follows that the chief act the practical 
reason, and consequently prudence’ (11-11, 
47, 8). Around these three steps all the 
operational powers the personality are 
centered.” 


Psychological Assessment the 
Religious Vocation 


There seems extraordinary in- 
terest the problems selecting person- 
nel religious communities far 
psychology and psychiatry can help. Dr. 
Thomas McCarthy Salle College, 
Philadelphia, read, the Minor Seminary 
Department, significant paper 
problem and its solution. said, part: 

pioneer study done Thomas Verner 
Moore some twenty years ago gave indication 
that disproportionately large percentage 
certain types mental illnesses are found 
among priests and other religious. Moore at- 
tributed this the fact 
persons are attracted the religious life, 
and urged that appropriate procedures 
adopted screen these individuals out 
the time they apply for admission. 

“Moore’s findings led his students ask 
another question. They wondered religious 
general differ from the average person 
regard personality and interests. The re- 
sults several interrelated studies gave 
affirmative answer this question. These 
studies showed agreement giving con- 
sistent picture the typical religious-in-train- 
ing. person somewhat more submissive, 
dependent, introspective, self-conscious 
than the average American. Further, compared 
with college students and students preparing 
for the professions law, medicine, and den- 
tistry, all whom deviate from the average, 
the seminarian was found most deviant.” 
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How Psychology Can Help 

“While research dealing specifically with the 
motivations religious not yet available, 
clinical experience would justify this procedure 
would the general body psychological 
research. this approach one looks behind 
personality determine far possible 
the reasons why the candidate 
admission the religious life. this 
level that one obliged recognize the 
possible functioning grace. suspect that 
the reality grace that had made some 
Catholic psychologists hesitate evaluate the 
factor motivation the religious life. 
this same reality that has become rallying 
point for those religious who strongly oppose 
psychological assessment programs. Their con- 
tention that the psychologist, because 
deals with the natural order things and 
not the supernatural, misses the very thing 
that gives life the religious vocation and 
result may make incorrect judgment 
about the candidate. While the danger may 
present, what one most usually finds that 
candidate seeks entrance religion for 
mixed motives, some natural and some super- 
natural, some conscious and some unconscious. 
The clinically trained person often able 
make valid judgment about the motivational 
factors given case, particularly those 
instances when unhealthy motives are operat- 
ing. For that reason, opinion, the psy- 
chologist can legitimately and profitably ex- 
plore the motives the candidate without 
doing violence the fact that grace may 
havior. Furthermore, the results this more 
extenssive assessment ordinarily will provide 
sounder basis which the particular reli- 
gious congregation can make judgment about 
the candidate’s fitness.” 


Psychology Only Aid 

“Before closing would like add few 
words caution about these psychological 
assessment programs. many quarters there 
considerable optimism regarding what these 
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the Messengers,” explain how news received the office the 


programs can do. Results now have 
been encouraging. But before enthusiasm 
together outdistances proved results think 
important note that this date there 
has not been thorough evaluation any 
these programs. will some time before 
that can done. the meantime would 
advise caution about expecting too much. 

“Ordinarily not particularly difficult for 
the psychologist identify the seriously dis- 
turbed person. mean this one whose con- 
dition may not obvious the untrained 
observer. But many instances the diagnosis 
not all easy. Take, for example, the not 
uncommon case the late adolescent who 
applying for admission religious com- 
munity. seems have all the necessary 
qualifications, yet his psychological tests 
shows anxiety, rather rigid conscience, 
perhaps some dissatisfaction with the world 
large, and some tendency toward with- 
drawal and phantasy. The anxiety and rigid 
conscience make one wonder about possible 
scrupulosity. Rigidity, withdrawal, and phan- 
tasy raise the question pre-schizophrenic 
personality. the other hand, any one 
all these signs given case might very 
well situationally determined and transient. 
What does one such case? label 
the youngster pre-schizophrenic might jeopard- 
ize legitimate vocation. write off 
temporary adolescent problem and say noth- 
ing might unjust the provincial who 
has right know the facts judging the 
candidate’s fitness. 

“My own approach such case 
state the facts—that anxiety present, etc.; 
ing the seriousness and the permanence the 
condition; and finally would recommend 
that, admitted, given close guidance 
during his formative years with special atten- 
tion continuance recurrence the 
symptoms.

can develop the sense vocation. other 
words, how can prepare suitable climate 
which the seed vocation will germinate 
and fructify.”

church, school, hall, seminary, synagogue, 
etc.? Appellate court records score 
states since 1927 will answer your ques- 
tion. Actually, zoning laws the United 
States have adversely affected the faith 
and education more people Catholic, 
Protestant, and Jewish —than all the no- 
torious penal laws Britain and Ireland 
from 1559 1829. How did these zoning 
laws come about? 

Although 2000 years ago had 
zoning laws restricting the height build- 
ings, zoning laws the United States are 
product this century. Los Angeles 
passed the first zoning ordinance 1910 
exclude laundries from residential dis- 
tricts. Within few years, most cities, 
towns, villages, townships, and counties had 
enacted some kind zoning restrictions. 
1926, the United States Supreme Court 
upheld the constitutionality 
comprehensive zoning ordinance (Village 
Euclid Ambler Realty Co. 272 US. 
365). 


Based Police Power 

All zoning laws are based upon “the 
police power” the state, delegated 
city, town village, etc. The Tennessee 
Supreme Court has defined police power 
(Motlow State, 125 Tenn. 547): 

“The police power necessary one, 
inhering every sovereignty for the pres- 
ervation the public safety, the public 
health and the public morals. vast 
and undefined extent, expanding and en- 
larging the multiplicity its activities 
exigencies demanding its service arise 
the development our complex civiliza- 
tion.” 


Defense Against Zoning Laws 

What defense there against these zon- 
ing laws? What about the First Amend- 
ment the Constitution with its 
warranty religious freedom? the 
Fourteenth Amendment, that there can 
deprivation property without due 
process law? Surely these rights are 
more important than the police power 
the state? Yes, and no! 

1927, the Illinois Supreme Court 
declared void Evanston zoning ordi- 
nance which barred the Western Theolog- 
ical Seminary from residential district 
which public schools were permitted 
(162 N.E. 863). 1932, the Oregon Su- 
preme Court Roman 
bishop Baker (15 Pacific 2d. 391) held 
that zoning ordinance may not discrim- 
inate favor public schools. 


1939, the Nevada Supreme Court 
upheld the right the Bishop Reno 
build church residential district, 
even though the city zoning ordinance said 
the approval per cent the property 
owners the neighborhood was required.

Recent Adverse Decisions 

Prior 1948, Porterville, city 8000 
the San Joaquin valley, had adopted 
zoning ordinance exclude all churches 
from “single family” residential districts. 
The Mormons sought local court order 
compel issuance building permit for 
church land owned them before 
enactment the zoning ordinances. The 
Mormons lost local court, the 
District Court Appeal, the California 
Supreme Court, and the United States 
Supreme Court (203 Pacific 823; 338

terville Mormon case, the Supreme 
Court dismissed appeal “for want 
substantial federal question” (65 N.W.

Why were these two cases lost while 
all other religious zoning law cases from 
1927 1949 were won? The August, 1957, 
issue The Notre Dame Lawyer, 
outstanding Catholic legal quarterly, gives 
this answer: “The Wisconsin Lutheran 
High Schoo! case, like Porterville, 
proved again the fallacy and danger 
invoking only the Fourteenth 
Amendment zoning law appeals 
involving churches religious 
schools. both these cases, the 
constitutional questions free ex- 
ercise religion was_ entirely 
neglected.” 


California for more than half 
decade, the Porterville decision was 
affect the lives, education, and faith 
thousands, other than the Mormons. 
1951, the Baptists Chico were prevented 
from building church (238 Pacific 
587). 1955 Orange County, the Sis- 
ters St. Louis were unable build 
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convent and kindergarten. 1954, the 


Seventh Day Adventists were denied 
building permit for church Marin 
County. Not one these denials and 
probably dozen others— was appealed 
the courts. 

Then 1955, there came case that 
was what Porterville and Wauwatosa were 
not model constitutional procedure. 
More important, reversed the dangerous 
trend these decisions: that local zoning 
laws take precedence over the free exer- 
cise religion and the constitutional right 
parents educate their children they 
choose.

The Model Case Piedmont 

1936, voters Piedmont, Calif., 
suburb surrounded the city Oakland, 
zoning ordinance exclude private schools 
from per cent the community’s 
area. 1954, Corpus Christi parish sought 
and was refused building permit for 
school. the Archdiocese San Fran- 
cisco, title parochial schools held 
the Roman Catholic Welfare Corporation. 
This corporation petitioned for writ 
mandate for building permit. Legal 
counsel for the corporation was Andrew 
Burke San Francisco, one Amer- 
ica’s outstanding constitutional lawyers, 
Knight Malta, member the American 
Bar Association, with degrees from the 
University California and St. Mary’s 
College. 

1955, the California Supreme Court, 
narrow margin four three, held 
the Piedmont zoning ordinance 
tutional, stating: 


“Parents have the right send 
their children private schools,

Appeals examined detail the “reasons” 
why the planning board had denied ap- 
proval church, school, kindergarten, 
play area, and parking lot for 144 cars 
upon acres. Was the board justified 
attempting exclude churches and schools 
from built-up area, thus driving them 
the outskirts? The court’s reply was: 

“We know rule which requires that 
churches may only established 
sparsely settled areas. the contrary, 
‘wherever the souls men are found, 
there the house God belongs.’” 
the alleged adverse effect upon property 
values, the court said: “In view the 
high purposes and the moral value these 
institutions, mere pecuniary loss few 
persons should not bar their erection and 
use.” The plea loss potential tax 
revenue was answered with: “The para- 
mount authority this State has declared 
policy that churches and schools are 
more important than local taxes, and that 
furtherance the general welfare 
exclude such institutions from taxation” 
(136 N.E. 827). 


persons upon acres owned the Arch- 
diocese the swank residential district 
Wyncote, Pa. The township zoning ordi- 
nance provided that buildings for 
tional, religious, philanthropic use could 
erected and with the consent the 
Board When this consent 
was refused, the local court upheld the 
denial. reversing the decision the 
lower court, the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court based its findings entirely upon the 
Fourteenth Amendment, quoting earlier 
Pennsylvania case: 

“The power regulate does not extend 
arbitrary, unnecessary unreason-

None these cases would have reached 
the courts had there been educated and 
aroused public opinion the level.

“WHY DON’T YOU LOWER THE BOOM parish societies?” The 
question came from apparently successful moderator parish societies. 
“Every Father charged, “young and zealous priests come from the 
seminaries the parishes. They are assigned two three societies, sometimes 
more. They throw themselves into their work. Six ten years later, they take 
stock what they have done. Many years their priesthood have been spent, 


“Usually the priests succeed keeping the societies existence,’ con- 
tinued. “They help each group run more less successful communion 
breakfast; they receive more less incidental help for the parish and have 
had little chance anything improve the parish whole.” paused 
before concluding, simply question and doubt fact, deny that those 


results have been worth the effort.” 


There have been good, lifeless, and in- 
different societies all sorts our par- 
ishes. Some kinds societies are more 
productive than others different sets 
circumstances. But let’s inquire into parish 
societies. What are they? What their 
importance? What roles they play 
parish life? How much they contribute 
parish vitality and growth? Can the 
worth particular parish society 
assessed? 

this series articles parish so- 
have seen the need for parish 
study and for parish census that 
“numerically complete, informationally ex-

tensive and administratively maneuver- 
Certainly such study does not 
merely include the names, addresses and 
affirmation reception the sacraments. 
That only good beginning. 

Let recall here our Lord’s advice: 
“For which you, wishing build 
tower, does not sit down first and calculate 
the outlays that are necessary, whether 
has the means complete it? 
what king, setting out engage battle 
with another king, does not sit down first 
and consider whether able with ten 
thousand men meet him who with 
twenty thousand coming against him?” 
(Lk. 14:28-9, 31.) 

Applying this advice the parish and 
its societies, might include these major

elements: (1) the nature and objectives 
(2) the general particular needs 
parish and its people whether for lasting 
some particular time; (3) the nature and 
aims the individual several parish 
societies, actually existence planned; 
(4) the degree concordance between the 
societies’ aims and those the parish 
whole; and (5) the availability and 
demands upon priestly manpower the 
exercise due parochial and societal re- 
sponsibilities. 

Here, these points will considered 
from sociological rather than canonical 
viewpoint.

Clarke, chancellor the Diocese Evans- 
ville, treated the canonical aspect parish 
societies quite competently his doctoral 
dissertation some years Here need 
only concerned with the fact that all 
kinds religious societies for the laity

particular parish contribute proportionally 
its over-all not? CATHOLIC 
interested parish management. What 
more previous resource managed 
than the priest-power and time, well 
potential lay participation parish life? 
The following example illustrative: 

The writer has been active the Chris- 
tian Family Movement, occasionally helping 
nearby pastor chaplain for three CFM 
groups. one occasion, chided group 
for being little interested apostolic activity. 
One the members replied, “Father, you 
don’t seem realize why CFM. 
didn’t join things for others, but 
help ourselves spiritually and 
least was honest. 

answer was: “Folks, somehow you seem 
have misunderstood the nature CFM. 
present, you, group five couples 
parish 1500 couples, pre-empt one 
seventh your parish priest’s evenings week 
after week throughout the year. One week 
present your meeting; the next week 
helps one couple prepare for the following 
meeting. What about the other 1495 couples 
the parish? 

“True, you are interested spiritual mat- 
ters, many them are not. But how the 
parish even going try reach the others 
when few groups, interested only their 
own development, monopolize the availability 
priest? Rather the priest should able 
see his time with you investment, 
the return which will your own forma- 
tion intelligent and apostolic parishioners 
committed the parish’s mission 
fection. would benefit both your spiritual 
development and the parish.” 

first article, the parish” 
was defined one which exists 
the practical and exploited opportunity 
for the spiritual and derivatively temporal 
richness the faith brought its 
every actual and potential member, and 
every institution its coextensive civic 
This calls for both pastoral 
holiness and managerial astuteness high 
order; particularly, when the typical Amer- 
ican Catholic parish rubs elbows daily with 
secular environment. Moreover, the par- 
ish contains its own share the millions 
born Catholics who longer profess 
the faith, well many whose practice 
the faith negligible best. must 
clear, the Pope has insisted, that the 
work the parish requires great measure 
help from the laity. 

How parish societies fit into this 
picture? One might expect their role 
almost essential, terms helping their 
members grow knowledge and practice

the faith, the strength Catholic 
spiritual and social fellowship, and the 
charitable apostolate building the parish, 
spreading the faith, and Christianizing the 
community. Indeed they have contributed 
immeasurably all the wonderful achieve- 
ments the Church our country. The 
question simply whether parish manage- 
ment has realized proportionately high 
return its investment priest-power 
and time spent these societies. 


Less Than Are Doers 

Let admit that one does not have 
Catholic even good parishioner. 
layman might involved other preter- 
parochial supraparochial pursuits; 
necessarily absorbed winning his 
family’s bread preclude membership 
even single parish society. Let 
recognize that many our people are 
“little whose contribution consists 
loyal following rather than pathfinding 
leadership. Even so, thousands parish 
societies succeeding generations have 
manifested both leadership 
building productivity. 

The truth is, however, that parish so- 
cieties have simply meaning relevance 
for the great majority parishioners. 
rough, but fairly well-founded estimate 
participation parish societies would 
around per cent. Really personal engage- 
ment parish society programs, particu- 
larly intellectual spiritual nature, 
often involves hardly more than per cent. 
This means that parish 4000 adult 
males, the Holy Name Society roster will 
seldom have more than 400 active mem- 
bers. and about can counted 
attend meetings and the 


work. Thus parish 15,000 might 
expected have about 150 parishioners 
(almost certainly not more than 300) who 
regularly attend society meetings, receive 
most the fruit the 
attention, preparation talks, direction, 
and on. Half the remaining per 
cent partially active members can 
counted share occasionally such 
annual affairs charity drives, parish 
dances, and the like. 

But what the rest the parish? 
might argued they, too, have oppor- 
tunity participate they want to. This 
reasoning echoes the salesman buyer’s 
market who says: “People know what 
selling. they want buy, let them 
come and I'll happy serve 
not participate, and that many priests give 
minority their parish, then not 
proper take stock anew our invest- 
ment? Can satisfied have parish 
life make little impact large 
portion the parish? 


Abolish Expand? 


The problem indeed difficult one. 
Suggested solutions range from liquidation 
all most the present usual so- 
cieties expansion membership drives. 
Neither very promising. First, the so- 
cieties are already serving good purpose, 
the over-all per cent membership 
testifies. Second, they are ready-made 
organizational framework 
functions undertaken the parish, such 
publicity and fund drives, parish census, 
newsstand cleanup campaigns. and the like. 
All lean heavily co-operation parish 
societies.

Third, how many the other per 
cent would avail themselves even the 
most suitable opportunity participate 
revised organizational structure? Many 
persons lack time for interest parish 
activities beyond ordinary 
tice. Applicable here the old saw about 
leading horse water and the parable 
about seed falling different types 
ground. Fourth, even feasible 
urally decentralized basis, large part 
the present centralized structure (or some 
form it) would have remain for the 
sake unity and stability. 

Why are there not more members 
parish societies? Usually hear that press 
business care children stand 
the way; that meetings are not inter- 
esting; that the same old clique run- 
ning things and does not welcome new 
blood; that some never get around 
Without denying the importance 
these reasons, wonder they really get 
the core the problem? more prob- 
able answer seems that various sub- 
groups any neighborhood tend exert 
pull more attractive than the centralized 
parish societies which often cut across 
categories age. occupation, education. 
geographical proximity, and other natural 
bases interest. 

Many people not feel home join- 
ing new group and going through 
period (usually longer anticipation than 
fact) making new acquaintances, when 
they are more less satisfied with their 
existing social relationships. Yet, these are 
the people for whom the parish would like 
increase its meaning and service. 


Organize Neighborhood Groups 


Remember the parish not only 
church and rectory which people come, 
also territorial division area with 
its people. shepherded pastor, and 
having church that serves God’s house 
and the house God’s people. The em- 
phasis the people the neighbor- 
hoods this area. The parish church 
important, course: here the people join 
the Divine Sacrifice, receive the sacra- 
ments, give public expression their wor- 
ship God. Nevertheless, before more 
than small minority will consider the 
church their own for purposes other 
than obligatory worship Sunday, the 
parish must live for its people. 


Organizing the parish societies into decentralized, neighborhood 


groups may extend the our parishes. 


The answer our problem could 
carrying the parish its subgroups the 
local neighborhoods. One way doing 
this form decentralized groups, similar 
setup the strategically located CFM 
groups. Note how the CFM groups are 
along neighborhood lines com- 
mon interests. 

The CFM couples have natural 
for association: they are married, often 
young (especially surburbia), having 
growing families, Jive near each other, and 
share common interest both sanctify- 
ing their married lives and profiting from 
each other’s experiences. Their groups are 
small and manageable, from five eight 
couples. They meet each other’s homes 
with the parish chaplain coming them, 
instead their leaving their neighborhood 
the parish hall. Their meetings 
combine spiritual, apostolic, 
interests. 

Occasionally, they get together with other 
CFM groups and use their parish church 
for evenings recollection and corporate 
Communions, and the parish hall for Cana 
conferences and social activities. Their 
effective functioning seems superb 
solution the need bringing parish 
values and service parishioners terms 
their own needs and social situation. 
Obviously does not tend pull people 
away from the parish, but the contrary 
establishes new link cohesion and 
interest that regularly and ultimately pro- 
duces its fruit the parish Communion 
railing and altar. 

Decentralization has other values too. 
Meetings are the members’ homes where 
surroundings are particularly congenial and 
suitable for free discussion informal 
atmosphere. The priest welcomed into 
these homes. brings his blessing and 
leaves his imprint. Children get used 
the priest more familiar, though cer- 
tainly respectful basis. The Chicago priests 
who have been running CFM groups for 
over decade have noticed wider and 
warmer interest the priestly vocation. 
The CFM members themselves develop 
sense parish interest and responsibility, 
and the course the give-and-take 
prepared meetings. they learn and exercise 
themselves the ways leadership. 

Thus parish becomes alive groups 
people geographically removed from the 
parish center. parish with several healthy 
CFM groups provides its priests with addi- 


tional sets eyes, ears, and hands that 
they can more intimately present 
all the parish life. 

practical? doubt about the work 
requires, the time and patience build 
up. the probable necessity surrender- 
ing something else here there. Consider 
this way. Take parish with two curates. 
Suppose each curate spends one evening 
attending CFM meetings. Actually, after 
experienced and has established the 
crganization, can cover two meetings 
evening necessary. Since CFM groups 
meet alternate weeks, the two curates 
together could handle eight different groups. 
each group comprises five 
couples, their sphere influence would ex- 
tend more than couples (with nearly 
200 children!) eight different parts 
the parish. Thus parish blanketed. 
direct line exists between the rectory and 
every neighborhood. 

Cub scout dens operate 
basis. Each den has seven youngsters, each 
whom must have least one parent 
actively interested the affairs the 
den. Youngsters and parents share com- 
mon interests respectively. Meetings are 
the members’ homes where construc- 
tive enterprise usually 
Periodic demonstrations are staged the 
parish hall. They are functioning their 
own milieu natural interest the 
chaplain comes them. The success not 
only their social events, but likewise 
their religious celebrations attest the 
effectiveness this decentralized system 
parish groups. 

Incidentally, decentralization does not 
detract from the parish’s necessarily cen- 
tralized interests. Since group such 
CFM emphasizes parish responsibility, 
does not take long before its members 
move into other parish society positions. 
example another parish, six mem- 
ber couples former CFM group com- 
prised one-fourth the regular members 
the Holy Name Society and one-fifth 
the Rosary Society, although only one 
man and two women the group had 
previously been active those societies. 
the same time, the husband-wife team- 
work prevents the parish widowhood 
widowerhood which sometimes afflicts gen- 
erous families our parishes. 

Every parish different, the program 
decentralized groups would have 
implemented accordance with local needs 
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and possibilities. Sometimes pastor would 
feel free assume the chaplaincy 
small unit; other times only one curate 
might available. Sometimes beginning 
would have made without reference 
geographical areas. The point that the 
principle decentralization and parish 
involvement with its several neighborhoods 
and their peculiar circumstances worth 
considering means parish vitaliza- 
tion. 

quote report given elsewhere: 

One CFM group the writer’s neighbor- 
hood considered reports the following 
activities its most recent regular meeting: 
the three fall Cana conferences, the book club 
and library acquisitions, the results the 
CFM-sponsored missal display and sale, prep- 
arations for the Thanksgiving Day Family 
Mass, home discussions religion with priest 
participation town and 
school board meetings, developments the 
program, another 
day-at-home for youngsters the local or- 
phanage, plans for the parish Advent party, 
care the parish’s “mission” church, and 
(organizational) matters. Not all these 
activities are 100 per cent successful yet. 
Perhaps some will not be. But there 
doubt about the group’s involvement with 
Christ the parish’s institutional apostolate 
and community vitality. Such the CFM’s 
opportunity and apostolic mission.* 


Update Society Aims 

Another grave problem the function- 
ing many parish societies the dogged 
despite the demands changed circum- 
whether religious secular, political 
economic, let concern for maintaining 
the formalities the societies’ structure 
take precedence over concern for the suc- 
cessful accomplishment their aims and 
purposes. Although difficult for 
member see this, usually apparent 
trained outside observer. 

For example, modern public welfare work 
and high degree material prosperity 
have made minimal the care for the poor 
requested the St. Vincent Paul So- 
ciety many parishes. Nevertheless, 
least several parishes observed the 
author, the deeply spiritual, and 
parish-minded members that most char- 
itable society continued restrict them- 
selves that function, although spiritual 
problems based other temporal needs 
were apparent those parishes. those 
men, generous and dedicated they are, 
spend their effectiveness the minimal 
needs the parish, whom can the parish 
turn for help its major problems? hope 
return this matter the final article 
this series.

PURCHASING represents major ac- 
tivity every institutional ad- 
ministrator. constitutes one the most 
important responsibilities adminis- 
trator because (1) the frequency 
purchasing within the organization; (2) the 
scope this vital function purchasing 
equipment and supplies 
for services; (3) the time consumed 
fulfilling this duty; and (4) the dollar ex- 
penditures involved the course the 
fiscal year. 

Catholic institutional, parish, and school 
operations have all the characteristics 
major business operation. With revenues 
relatively static and costs varying, pru- 
dential exercise the purchasing respon- 
sibilities can serve bridge successfully 
the gap between revenue and expenditures. 
Effective purchasing methods 
cedures can save every institution count- 
less dollars annually. 

The principles purchasing for insti- 
tutions and schools are comparable 
those applied business 
Generally speaking, except for some school 
districts diocesan systems and collegiate 
institutions, the purchasing 
Catholic institutions are not formalized 
procedures business. Organizational 
size and unity are two factors explaining 
this difference. 

The expanding activities the parish, 
the increased services rendered 
tutions, and the introduction auxiliary 
services the part schools bring into 
focus the need for efficient procedures 
purchasing accomplished effectively 
and economically. 

Authorities appear agreement 
about the definition purchasing. Pur- 
chasing consists buying the right 
quality material, the right quan- 
tity, the right time, from the 


right source, and fair price. 

The arrangement terms the defini- 
tion significant. The quality the pur- 
chase prime importance. Purchasing 
service function performed enable 
the institution accomplish its major ob- 
jectives. Materials should always se- 
lected with this criteria mind: “Will 
this purchase enable accomplish our 
objective?” That objective may ministry 
the people, education youth, care 
the aged sick, any the manifold 
objectives charitable organizations. Qual- 
ity further determined specifications 
developed for each class equipment and 
supplies required. 

The quantity purchased bears 
direct relationship the rate consump- 
tion, delivery requirements, price factors, 
and storage facilities. The time pur- 
chase has important bearing terms, 
delivery, and purchase. The right source 
supply embraces such factors 
advice, credit, delivery, replacement, and 
service given the vendor —all factors 
which constitute his reputation. Additional 
factors are sometimes established the 
purchaser, such as, favoring benefactors 
local vendors, and single versus multiple 
sources supply.

This has happened and will 
continue happen when the considerations 
implicit quality are considered after, 
rather than before, price. There are few 
administrators, pastors, principals who 
cannot recall from personal experience, the 
tragic truth this assertion. 


Nine Steps Purchasing 

What are the steps involved 
chasing? The New York State Education 
Department has reduced the procurement 
procedure nine steps: 

Requisition. The user indicates what 
equipment supplies are needed per- 
form given assignment. The requisition 
should written. Standard forms may 
purchased stationery stores the school 
may print mimeograph form for this 
purpose. Requisitions are usually endorsed 
department heads supervisors and 
forwarded the person responsible for 
purchasing. 

Specifications. Specifications are com- 
plete, written statements embracing all the 
facts pertaining the item pur- 
chased. Specifications enable admin- 
istrator avoid the most common errors 
purchasing: too many varieties the 
same item, and lack uniformity pur- 
chases acquired for similar tasks. Specifi- 
cations vary from lengthy, highly technical 
statements (frequently essential for build- 
ing construction) brief, general state- 
ments describing less complicated 
chases. Specifications are usually developed 
manual and are made available 
vendors serve the basis for their 
quotations. 

Bids Quotations. Institutional pur- 
chasing gains one its greatest advan- 
tages when various firms are requested 
submit bids products required for op- 
eration. This applies cafeteria purchases 
food, well school purchases 
teacher supplies, the office purchases 
mimeograph paper. Estimates the quan- 
tity needed and the product specifications 
should supplied variety vendors 
with simple request for quotations. Quota- 
tion forms are available may printed;

function. 

Purchase Order. Once consideration 
has been given the quotation bid 
received, and its price data related 
quality, quantity, time, and supplier, the 
Purchase order blanks have become stand- 
ard equipment for most institutions.

What facts should every 
know when finally agreeing accept 
vendor’s offer? The product value, list 
price, unit price, extras, discounts, delivery 
terms, net delivered price, and payment 
terms should understood. Other data 
may desirable for various institutions. 
Any conditions the buyer may wish should 
specified the time purchase, in- 
cluding (perhaps especially) terms pay- 
ment. For example, publishers will ship 
now, bill later specified date, and will 
agree terms prescribed advance; 
ship August 15, bill October with pay- 
ment distributed October 15, November 15, 
and December 15.

price, quantity, extensions, and terms. The 
invoice should also checked against de- 
livery receipts. 

Quality Control. The purchasing agent 
should determine whether the products de- 
livered meet initial specifications. Other- 
wise, the development specifications 
pointless. 

Invoice Approved for Payment. The 
purchasing official and any other admin- 
istrator authorized should approve 
the invoice for payment and process the 
invoice the accounting department. 

Does purchasing seem complicated in- 
volved? The steps outlined above are gen- 
erally followed with more less formality 
every act purchasing. The pattern 
nearly the same every situation. the 
frequency purchasing, the size the 
organization, the number 
volved the use equipment and sup- 
plies that forces system. Even the small- 
est institution can have efficient purchasing 
procedures with minimum additional 
labor, thereby achieving maximum returns 
for the effort and time involved.

Purchasing Time-Consuming 

Purchasing can time-consuming ac- 
tivity. Purchasing involves acquiring col- 
lection catalogs and standard reference 
works serve buying guides. Pur- 
chasing requires individual see ven- 
dors, study their offerings, and visit 
their exhibits conventions and profes- 
sional meetings. The purchasing agent 
must alert new ideas and products, 
devise methods comparing and testing 
products, and should seek dveelop 
professional attitude toward purchasing. 
Purchasing vital function bringing the 
needed equipment, supplies, and services 
the institution while still recognizing 
and operating within specified budgetary 
limitations. 

Purchasing area operation re- 
quiring the proper fulfillment the man- 
agement functions planning, organizing, 
and controlling.

FOR THE PAST TWO DECADES 
federal and state legislatures have been 
reframing their legislative structures 
order make them responsive 
the needs the people arising from 
the rapidly changing economic 
cial conditions our times. Essential 
this program social reconstruction 
the emphasis the interest the state 
the health and welfare all its 
citizens apart from considerations race, 
creed, color. Laws providing for Civil 
Rights, Free School Lunches, Social Se- 
curity, Minimum Wages, and Health Care 
programs are but few the many ex- 
amples this enlightened attitude. 

Mindful this trend, states, ob- 
viously impressed with the salutary success 
school bus transportation for children 
attending public schools, have extended the 
state’s mantle protection children 
attending nonpublic schools. doing so, 
they saw wisdom, justice, constitu- 
tional inhibition providing such es- 
sential service for one group children 
while denying another group chil- 
dren, all whom attend school ac- 
cordance with compulsory education laws 
the state. This sound progressive social 
legislation probably would have encoun- 
tered little opposition but for the fact 
that large number the children bene- 
fited attend schools conducted religious 
bodies. 

Whenever legislation this type pro- 
posed, the argument advanced that the 
measure violates the policy separation 
Church and State. For example, 
the Legislature the State Connecticut 
considered bill which would enable towns 
and municipalities transport children 
nonpublic schools the people the 
communities expressed this desire 
special referendum. Resolutions were 
passed various Protestant sects con- 
demning the proposed law the ground 


that breached the wall separation 
Church and State. Opponents the meas- 
ure the Legislature constantly advanced 
this argument, disregarding the fact that 
the Supreme Court the United States 
ten years ago decided that legislation pro- 
viding school bus transportation for chil- 
dren attending nonpublic schools does not 
violate the policy separation Church 
and State. (Everson Board Education, 
330 US. Ct. 504.) 


The Everson Decision 
Although the Everson Case was decided 
ten years ago, already corroded

faiths, because their faith, lack 
it, from receiving the benefits public 
welfare legislation.” The Court observed 
that the legislation helps the children 
get school, just the policeman 
busy intersection protects children going 
and from parochial school. did not 
conclude that the state engaged the 
direct support parochial schools, but 
the other hand decided: 

“The state contributes money

Wisconsin the maximum time limit 
recommended for grade school children 
minutes; for high school one 
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the schools. does not support them.

This decision not equivocal. squarely 
holds that legislation designed transport 
children and from parochial schools 
does not involve violation the policy 
separation Church and State.

Second, the Court fully analyzes the 
question whether transportation legis- 
lation supports parochial schools. con- 
cludes that does not, but the con- 
trary merely helps parents discharge their 
duty complying with the compulsory 
education laws.

There every reason believe that 
state courts will continue rule that 
there must enabling legislation before 
school board warranted transporting 
students, even public school students, for 
school boards may only exercise delegated 
authority. 


Latest Decision Maine

The Court held that the amendment ex- 
tending transportation nonpublic schools 
resulted the use money for purposes 
other than the support and maintenance 
public schools; consequently the whole 
transportation statute was invalidated. 

Another example occurred Kentucky 
the case Sherrard Jefferson, 171 
963. The highest court the State 
held that action extending transporta- 
tion nonpublic school children was un- 
constitutional, since the implementation 
the statute was dependent upon the use 
funds reserved the Constitution 
public schools. The next year the Legisla- 
ture enacted new transportation law, 
which many respects model one. 
The enacting clause preceded

1945 


preamble consisting five short para- 
graphs setting forth the need for the legis- 
lation. The substantive portion the law 
extends free school bus transportation 
children attending nonpublic school. More- 
over, provides that the money sup- 
port such transportation shall appro- 
priated from general funds. The statute 
was immediately challenged. This time the 
high court Kentucky upheld the law 
since was not dependent public 
school fund. (Nichols Henry, 301 Ky. 
434.) 


Problem Social Justice 

Concerning the other issues raised, the 
Kentucky Court declared: 

“In this advanced and enlightened 
age, with all the progress that has 
been made the field humane and 
social legislation, and with the haz- 
ards and dangers the highway in- 
creased thousand-fold from what 
they formerly were, and with our 
compulsory school attendance laws 
applying all children and being 
rigidly enforced, they are, can- 
not said with any reason con- 
sistency that tax legislation pro- 
vide our school children with safe 
transportation not tax legislation, 
for public purpose. Neither can 
said that such legislation, such 

Undoubtedly this one the most 
effective analyses the factors pertain- 
ing the transportation question. Tech- 
nicalities are brushed aside the interests 
social justice. The whole problem 
examined the light conditions which 
today confront our children. Actually the 
quoted portion the Kentucky opinion 
but paraphrase the preamble 
the transportation statute. This technique 
legislative drafting characteristic 
the great body social welfare legislation 
enacted during the past years. Fre- 
quently the clear expression legislative 
intent the law has been the determining 
factor judicial tests the constitu- 
tionality such measures. 


Opposition Expected 

Despite the intrinsic merits transpor- 
tation laws for all children and the skill- 
fulness draftsmanship, invariably the 
proposed legislation will encounter strong 
opposition when introduced and every con- 
ceivable argument will used against it. 

typical example the type opposi- 
tion which may expected was demon- 
strated Connecticut last year. The 
posed legislation was permissive. would 
have allowed Connecticut communities, 
they desired, provide health and 
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satety services, including transportation 
children attending nonprofit schools. The 
legislation was introduced clarify 
admittedly ambiguous law; some communi- 
ties were transporting children, others were 
not. All the states adjoining Connecticut 
had legislation authorizing transportation 
children nonprofit schools. Some 
these laws were mandatory. Over half 
the people the State were supporting 
both public and private schools. 

Despite these facts, the opponents 
free shcool bus transportation for all chil- 
dren came within one vote defeating the 
modest request. They succeeded deleting 
from the bill the general provisions relating 
health and safety. The legislation en- 
acted into law involved only transporta- 
tion. have already noted how reliance 
was placed the “wall separation” 
concept total disregard the Everson 
decision. Equal emphasis was placed 
the proposition that the legislation would 
weaken the public schools which were de- 
scribed “cohesive unit.” One the 
leaders the opposition stated flatly that 
the bill presented “an inevitable conflict 
between the Catholic Church where the 
children are indoctrinated one faith 
and the public school theory.” 

elaborating this proposition, the 
Chairman the Education Committee 
the State House Representatives stated: 

“We are for the public schools. All chil- 
dren are welcome there. any are 
withdrawn, nothing prevents, but any pro- 
posal encourage such withdrawal 
financial assistance should met with 
emphatic 

other words, even though health and 
safety school children are stake, the 
state may not take any action which en- 
ables parents exercise the constitutional 
right sending their children nonpublic 
schools. The Supreme Court, Everson, 
was confronted with this issue and noting 
that but for the New Jersey legislation, 
some children might not sent church 

them.” 

The Court gave positive and realistic 
emphasis the mandate “state neu- 
whereas the opponents free 
school bus transportation for all children 
associate neutrality with inaction. But 
failure act, order protect right, 
has the same vitiating effect the de- 
liberate denial right. 

the last analysis the argument 
predicated the basic assumption that 
all children belong public schools, hence 
the term “withdrawal students.” This prop- 
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osition frequently advanced when legis- 
latures are considering transportation legis- 
lation. doubtful whether such narrow 
attitude accurately reflects the conviction 
many communities. Let remem- 
bered, however, that this conscience may 
temporarily blinded the propaganda 
national organizations. Invariably these 
groups intervene these issues, even 
the extent contacting all the legis- 
lators and furnishing them with material 
designed stimulate emotionally fear 
the Catholic Church and its parochial 
school system. Though recent origin, 
this practice now quite common. 


Matter Public Safety 

Fortunately, there are also constructive 
forces work. Last year, for instance, 
the Committee for the White House Con- 
ference Education made the following 
recommendation: 

“This Committee recommends that all 
children, regardless whether they 
enrolled public nonpublic schools, 
receive basic health and safety services 
public expense; the extent which ‘basic 
health and safety services’ should and 
the question whether public school 
funds should used provide them 
must determined the State and com- 
munity levels reflect existing laws and 
desires.” 

This more truly represents the attitude 
the public. The White House Confer- 
ence arrived this conclusion after 
mature consideration the issue. eval- 
uates critically informed opinions from 
every section the country. 

Today thousands children attending 


nonpublic schools are confronted with ever 
increasing highway hazards. The social con- 
science the American people has before 
real challenge. the one hand, may 
freedom and the other hand, discrimina- 
tion, sharing public welfare benefits, 
coexist nation dedicated the con- 
cept equality? 

The gravity the situation calls for 
speedy answer. Prudential application 
the basic principles the Everson Case 
the framework the judicially tested 
legislative techniques the Kentucky ex- 
perience provide the basis for the answer. 
applying the principles Everson, the 
mistake associating the decision ex- 
clusively with the benefit theory” 
should avoided. When the Supreme 
Court held the New Jersey law fulfilled 
public purpose and cited the Cochran Case 
precedent, implicitly reaffirmed the 
child benefit theory. 

But upholding the transportation law 
against the challenge that violated the 
First Amendment, the Court went beyond 
this theory. based its ultimate decision 
the free exercise clause the Amend- 
ment. This the significance the lan- 
guage state cannot hamper its citizens 
the free exercise their religion.” This 
the real strength the decision, the 
basic principle the case. 

summary, may conclude that the 
New Jersey bus decision affords new and 
strong support for transportation legisla- 
tion; but initially legislation must 
sought. must framed with the state 
constitution mind and with full knowl- 
edge that will subjected ultimately 
judicial test.

Ideally, there should 
education period each day which the 
four activities calisthenics, practice 
fundamental movements, rhythmicals, and 
included. Regardless its 
length, this period ought the occa- 
sion for instruction and definite organized 
activity. should not for recess 
idleness. 

Facilities can any outdoor open space, 
such playground, field, driveway, 
parking lot. should ample, clean, 
well surfaced (preferably without cinders), 


and protected from traffic. Any indoor 
space could include gymnasium, church 
hall, lunchroom, vacant classroom, base- 
ment room hallway. should ample, 
clean, especially free dust and well venti- 
lated. such spaces are not available, the 
regular classroom can used. 

Musical equipment might include 
piano (in tune with keyboard and strings 
good playing condition), phonograph 
(with sufficient volume and speed reg- 
ulator), and folk dance records. 


Equipment Can Simple 


Equipment for games can equally 
simple. With the exception inexpensive 
rubber balls, necessary equipment such 
bean bags, jumping ropes, rope quoits, 
hoops, etc., can made teacher and 
pupils. Children thus learn resourcefulness 
and prepare for the similar problems that 
will arise their adult recreation. Con- 
struction can made project the 
art and craft classes. More expensive play 
materials (not necessarily required) might 
include soccer balls, volleyballs, basket- 
balls, badminton sets, ping-pong sets, nets 
and standards, softballs and softball bats. 

addition the above, playground 
with swings, climbing bars, merry-go- 
rounds, teeter-totters, sand piles, basketball 
baskets, etc., not frowned upon. 
should remembered, however, that 
this equipment must checked for safety 
every few months and children 
taught how use it.

MANY HARD-PRESSED parish ad- 
ministrators, juggling simultaneous school 
and church building programs today, are 
finding budgetary solace the construction 
durable and economical asphalt-paved 
areas which serve the dual purpose 
school playground and church parking lot. 

These low-cost pavements offer sorely 
needed parking areas for parishioners at- 
tending Mass and other services. Lying 
adjacent the school buildings, they 
furnish clean, safe, and 
grounds before and after school hours and 
during the recess periods. 

typical asphalt parking area this 
type will encompass area about 
quarter acre, accomodating upwards 
150 parked automobiles several hun- 
dred playing children. 

The advantages well-constructed 
asphalt pavement are many. The initial 
construction saving fundamental at- 


traction; its cost ranges from 
per cent lower than the slab-type pave- 
ment designed for similar loading capacity. 
can laid swiftly and easily and will 
give many years service with little 
maintenance. 

playing surface, asphalt, course, 
cannot compared with grass turf. 
However, rarely can turf playground 
found that hasn’t been worn down hard- 
pan generations little feet and filled 
with natural depressions that gather and 
retain surface water. Economical asphalt 
pavements, the other hand, offer 
durable level surface, unbroken seams 
joints trip heedless little feet. 
ideal surface for many ball games and 
other recreational activities. Its springy, 
flexible texture comfort busy feet 
and substantially easier children’s shoes. 

Three principal types asphalt con- 
struction are employed playgrounds and

parking areas. order their quality, 
they are: 

Plant Mixed Asphalt. This 
mixture, either hot cold, asphalt 
cement and carefully graded aggregates 
(crushed stone, gravel, slag, sand, mineral 
dust, etc.) prepared mixing plant 
and trucked the paving site where 
placed prepared foundation and rolled 
smooth finish. For greatest durability 
and long-term maintenance economy this 
form construction recommended de- 
spite slightly higher first cost. 

Asphalt Macadam Penetration. 

This consists layer crushed stone, 
gravel slag which leveled, com- 
pacted and then sprayed with liquid as- 
phalt. The surface then covered with 
smaller sized aggregate and compacted. 
This particularly well suited pave- 
ments which will used principally for 
parking area. 

Asphalt Surface Treatment. This 
material prepared base with cover 
mineral aggregate and compacted. Where 
drainage good and there sound base, 
this low-cost treatment very satisfactory 
although the pavement thickness will not 
exceed one inch. Later, additional funds 
become available, plant-mix surface may 
superimposed, transforming the treat- 
ment into excellent base which will

Basic any consideration pavement 
construction the matter good drain- 
age. Unless the foundation free-draining, 
subdrainage should installed using sand- 
gravel, stone, slag, coarse cinders. Per- 
haps the installation tile perforated 
pipe drains may required carry water 
away from the foundation. 


Provide for Drainage 

Provision must made, too, for ade- 
quate surface drainage. The pavement 
should constructed with barely per- 
ceptible slope, possible, leading surface 
water outside edge the pavement. 
Where conditions make this impossible, 
catch basins should installed appro- 
priate locations and the pavement sloped 
toward these drains. 

paved play area should have resiliency 
and flexibility basic pavement char- 
acteristic. This the essential feature 
asphalt pavement. The surface placed 
continuous operation, free joints 
seams that could cause running chil- 
dren stumble and fall. 

Where the pavement specifically de- 
signed for ball games, such tennis 
basketball, builders sometimes introduce 
fiber cork into the asphalt mixture for 
even greater resiliency. Further, the mixes 
may colored the addition colored 
aggregates pigments. 

asphalt pavement easy keep 
clean without fear undermining the base. 
Asphalt, itself, waterproofing material 
and the seamless construction prohibits the 
entry surface water into the foundation 
any point. Consequently, cleaning may 
accomplished hosing and sweeping 
with stiff bristle broom, brooming 
immediately after rain shower. 


Low-Cost Maintenance 


Generally, asphalt pavements are easy 
and inexpensive maintain. This par- 
ticularly true the plant-mix asphalt 
types construction which 
should give maintenance-free service for 
least ten years after construction. Eventu- 
ally, asphalt surface may restored 
better-than-new condition, readily and very 
economically, with application light 
seal coat slurry seal. The cost such

Regulations for Pupils and Driver 


REGULATIONS for both pupil and 
driver co-operation are important factor 
the safe operation school buses.

Check Points for Bus Safety 

School buses should kept neat and 
clean possible, which means daily 
sweeping and cleaning windshield, win- 
dows, light lens, mirrors, and signs. Every 
morning the bus should started early 
enough allow time for mechanic 
make any adjustments necessary re- 
pairs. Before the bus leaves the garage, 
the following should checked: tire pres- 
sure and wear pattern, radiator water level 
and anti-freeze, engine oil level and oil 
pressure, gas tank, clutch pedal clear- 
ance, brake pedal reserve, light, horn, 
windshield wiper and blades. 

recommended that buses lubri- 
cated every 1000 miles and oil changed 
1500 miles. The driver should keep 
mileage record and attend lubrication 
and oil changes needed. Major mechan- 
ical failure should reported once 
authorities for authorization repairs.

MOST PRIESTS, Brothers, and Sis- 
ters are mediative and somewhat appre- 
hensive the occasion grade school 
graduation.

the initial enthusiasm petered out. the 
final analysis, the original 120 per- 
severed. 

the very outset the alumni group was 
separated into the senior-junior and soph- 
omore-freshmen groups. was felt that 
grouping would facilitate planning meetings 
for similar age groups and interests. Be- 
fore the year ended, however. all groups 
were combined into one since the juniors 
and seniors attending were negligible. 

the 252 who could attend the 
meetings without any undue hardship 
inconvenience, came more less reg- 
ularly. Most the seniors and juniors 
were counted lost the group for the 
simple reason they had outgrown it. 
the future, this group will become the 
nucleus “18 and over” group. The 
number sophomores attending was 
small. the other hand, freshmen made 
great impact the meetings because 
was part their new-found life in- 
school and its discipline. Even when at- 
tendance leveled off, the freshmen were 
still preponderance. 


Mistaken Parental Attitudes 

Another factor militating against regular 
attendance was the idea the part 
parents that the alumni was nothing more 
than social club. While some parents in- 
sisted their children attend the meetings, 
the vast majority did not press the issue, 
one way another. This was true even 
after visit when emphasized the re- 
ligious character the organization. 

Another reason for lack attendance 
was that parents stated schoolwork took 
precedence over the interests our so- 
ciety. Certainly this principle could not 
argued; nevertheless its application was 
not realistic. untenable that occa- 
sional meeting, held Friday evening 
would interfere with student’s school 
achievement. practice, was excuse, 
pure and simple.

Teen-age Retreat Success 


all the activities held during the year, 
the most gratifying was the teen-age re- 
treat. was held the first three evenings 
Holy Week and conducted two 
young priests religious order. This was 
their first retreat and likewise the first 
time such retreat was given the parish. 
The event was highly publicized: announce- 
ments were read all the Masses the 
previous Sunday; full page ads were placed 
the local weeklies. Despite the fact that 
number alumni were making retreats 
their Catholic high schools during the 
same days, they also came our retreat 
the evening. all, 444 teen-agers made 
the retreat, including 115 136 alumni. 


Results Visiting Homes 


Concerning the visiting homes, 326 
out 400 homes were visited, and parents 
other members the family 
terviewed. general, alumnus’ home 
life was classified helpful, indifferent, 
detrimental. 

the homes visited, 253 were classified 
helpful, that they gave evidence up- 
right moral living and being physically 
pleasant place which live. Twenty-one 
homes were classified indifferent, 
home revealed little influence the 
moral and physical life its occupants. 

There were homes classified detri- 
mental primarily because parents were 
found working against the best in- 
terests the alumnus. Some the reasons 
for the classification were: either both 
parents not practicing the Faith; 
the one practicing was not making 
extra effort compensate for the negli- 
gent party; parents were overindulgent; 
the home was physically and emo- 
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tionally depressing, though not necessarily 
poor. 


What Hapened the Alumni? 

What happened our alumni between 
June, 1952, and May, 1957? Eighty-two 
moved out the parish; eight were 
service; attend college, whom are 
Catholic college. There are 213 still 
high school, divided about evenly be- 
tween Catholic (108) and public (105) 
high schools. One girl has entered con- 
vent; five boys and four girls have ex- 
pressed desire enter the religious life. 
There are working out school, 
laboring jobs and white-collar 
jobs. Two have been arrested. One un- 
employed. 

the 311 alumni, 137 are enrolled 
Catholic schools and 174 public non- 
Catholic schools. Eighty-three completed 
high school, but did not finish.

out 300, 248 attend Mass weekly; 
attend Mass more than once week; and 
five are not going all. the 300, 113 
receive Holy Communion weekly bi- 
weekly; 108 monthly, occasionally, and 
five not all. the same 300, 
Confession weekly; 157 monthly; five not 
all. 

their scholastic achievement, out 
250 alumni, are the group; 
120 the and the 70-80 
rank. Thirteen have failing averages; 
have failed more than one subject; ten 
have failed two subjects; and nine have 
failed more than two subjects. 


Parishes Need Catholic Students 

Pastors have great opportunity 
exercise considerable influence making 
Catholic high schools important, attractive 
cessible their grade school graduates. 
The recent trend our graduates enter 
Catholic high schools and become members 
our Alumni Society has elevated the 
whole spiritual tone the organization. 
There are, course, many good, exemplary 
members among our public high school 
members; but member for member, there 
great difference. 

Our Catholic high schools should impress 
upon their students that parishes need 
their splendid example and edifying pres- 
ence all activities the parish spir- 
itual, recreational, and others. The Alumni 
Society program that will not only 
keep our grade school youngsters from 
straying from parish life, will the 
means helping them continue their re- 
ligious practices even more intelligently 
individuals conscious their personal re- 
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lationship God, Church, country, school, 
and home. goes without saying that the 
priest’s visits will have continue the 
society grow and effective.

Let’s Abolish Compulsory Residence 


for Nurses-in-Training 


SISTER CHARLES MARIE, 


Dean School Nursing Education, Catholic University America 


Excerpts from speech delivered February 13, 1958, the second annual Nurse Congress 


FOR INSTITUTIONS under Catholic 
auspices, the need for regional planning 
absolute necessity. can more 
afford conduct school nursing 
every hospital than can afford set 
standard high school college 
every religious house. need co- 
ordinate and share personnel and facilities 
education; and thus increase the prepara- 
tion nursing personnel while the 
same time decreasing the over-all economic 
and social burden nursing education. 
should done all levels: 
diploma, and degree. 

The economic aim which underlies the 
hospital-controlled nursing programs was 
covered over with the slogan: “The patient 
comes first.” strange process 
reasoning, was held that meeting the 
immediate needs nursing service the 
expense properly preparing the student 
give competent care patients, ful- 
filled the hospital’s moral obligation 
providing adequate care for the patient 
according the patient’s needs. Too many 
institutions hid the deficiencies their 
nursing services behind the uniforms 
inadequately educated students. Actually, 
the patients were more seriously exploited 
than the students. 

has been pointed out, too, that pa- 
tients pay the same rates for student care 
they pay for professional (general duty) 
care. other trades, the consumer pays 
less for student apprenticeship service 
than does for the services one fully 
qualified meet his need. other areas, 
responsibility begins after professional 
vocational preparation has been obtained, 
not nursing. 


Improvements Training 


Within the past decade, great strides 
have been made upgrading the nursing 
education programs. Within this time stu- 


dents have been placed hour week 
theory and practice combined. There 
better correlation theory and practice. 
Minimum curricular requirements have 
been flexibly standardized. The student re- 
ceives most her practice the day and 
early evening details under competent su- 
pervision, which necessary safeguard 
the patient. The student must achieve suc- 
cess the State Board Test Pool, thus 
insuring minimum competency. These 
are real achievements, which must not 
overlooked lost. 

However, there one area that adds 
huge unnecessary economic burden our 
educational system. can studied and 
adjusted reasonably short space 
time. 

Why are retaining our rigid system 
compulsory residence living part 
the educational system for preparing 
nurses? recent unpublished study 
one hospital school nursing, was found 
that cost the hospital $105 per month 
educate studert nurse. this amount, 
$80 represented the cost maintaining her 
residence. All the students this school 
were required live in, yet number 
them lived within easy commuting distance. 

know that educational costs are 
tucked into the patient’s bill. 
additional expense justified? 

High school and college students get 
along very well school and live home.

for young people their homes with 
their family, friends, and unbroken parish 
ties.

Poor Substitute for the Home

regimented social and religious programs, 
poor duplications what can and should 
done home and parish. Supervision 
our residences usually consists

unsound educational practices are tolerated 
and even encouraged. These same practices 
are not allowed any other academic 
discipline. The question needs an- 
swered: the college university inter- 
ested preparing competent professional 
nurses, merely satisfied with con- 
ferring some kind academic degree? 
These institutions favor the 
public the profession tolerating 
anything less than academically sound 
nursing program their campuses. There 
are sound criteria which evaluate 
nursing programs. There are recognized 
sources from which assistance can ob- 
tained attain and maintain sound pro- 
grams the collegiate university level. 
There every reason believe that 
sounder planning nursing education, 
more keeping with present-day educa- 
tional standards, will attract and hold in- 
creasing numbers students all pro- 
grams.

BECAUSE the recent large increase 
the student population our parochial 
school system, especially the number being 
enrolled the freshman year high 
school, the problem assigning even 
many cases, finding suitable teachers 
for the general science classes acute. 

Generally, such assignment greeted 
with much joy being sent Siberia. 
Why? One objection the size the 
class. Since, most Catholic high schools, 
general science offered and required 
all the students, the freshman classes 
are large. Increase the size the class 
means increase the number ex- 
amination papers graded, the 
quantity daily assignments 
checked, daily recitations heard, 
the number records and report cards 
keep; and much more time collect, set 
up, and test apparatus for class demonstra- 
tions; and finally, supervision students’ 
projects. These duties take their toll 
the energy and time the general science 
teacher. 


After-Class Duties 

the instructor lay person, re- 
duces his time outside class for graduate 
study, necessary these days for pro- 
fessional prestige and academic advance- 
ment. Some lay teachers, because fi- 
nancial necessity, coach athletic teams 
are moderators various school activities. 
the teacher Religious, add his com- 
munity duties the chores cited for the 


lay teacher. assign science teacher 
(except where absolutely unavoidable) 
such activities yearbook, glee club, 
literary magazine, newspaper, ath- 
letic team waste talent. Rather the 
high school science teacher should have 
this time for preparation laboratory 
work and development projects through 
which will discover and develop those 
science interests students, the hope 
that later years the names these 
young people will added the roster 
famous scientists. 


Apportion Space and Equipment 

Many teachers feel that ade- 
quate job, they must have more space for 
storage their materials, and not 
forced share this space with the other 
science departments the school. Pos- 
sibly, this especially true the general 
science division because, present, 
the “low man the totem pole” sci- 
entific circles. Others maintain, order 
continue doing good job for the stu- 
dents, that their equipment inadequate 
especially schools which not oifer 
three- four-year science sequence. 

While these objections may valid, one 
solution the problem rescheduling 
the order topics taught the three- 
four-year sequence. will mean sitting 
down with the other science teachers and 
allotting the available space equitably 
possible. means designating certain 
days when equipment used the 
members one the science divisions. 
Reduplication equipment expensive 
and often unnecessary. The teacher 
general science will have ingenious 
enough devise inexpensive 
apparatus. 


Disinterested Students 

Another oft-mentioned objection that 
today the science background our fresh- 
man students practically nil because 
most them come from parochial ele- 
mentary schools which not offer 
elementary science program. Consequently, 
the first few months are spent introducing 
students the most simple science con- 
cepts and inculcating them scientific 
attitudes. this respect, the graduates 
public elementary schools have advan- 
tage because they have been exposed 
elementary science program. 

Again, because freshman year 
science, there not such select group 
students, found the other sci- 
ence classes, such physics, chemistry, 
biology, and earth science. This makes the 
teaching general science more difficult 
because the students not exhibit too 
much interest the subject. They believe 


could not made attractive them, 
because they are influenced students 
the advanced courses who will tell them 
“just wait till you have biology, chem- 
istry, physics.” well-planned and 
executed series demonstrations soon 
cures them this notion. 


Untrained Teachers 

Finally, this must said about most 
the present teachers general science 
not their primary interest. Most 
have had the major portion their train- 
ing science one the three major 
fields and are not prepared specifically for 
the teaching general science. seems 
essential that different type training 
for the general science teacher order. 
broad training all the three major 
fields should the ideal preparation. 
least one basic course physics, chem- 
istry, biology, and earth science should 
requisite. 

common fallacy prevalent today among 
administrators that anyone can teach 
general science. some teacher has free 
hour the day’s schedule and general 
science class unassigned, she 
assigned the class. They are told 
pushover. All you need textbook and 
keep one page ahead the you 
have prepare for laboratories? No. 
regent’s exam? No. Are written reports 
required? Not always. (They should be.) 
Should you any demonstrations? Yes. 
Well, then, float cork! 

What necessary today our parochial 
high schools that prestige added 
the status the general science teacher. 
Can not have well-prepared teachers, 
carefully trained handle our general 
science program? Initially, they should 
have broad background, and then with 
time, experience, and further study, add 
the depth their knowledge. Should 
continue look upon the general sci- 
ence teacher odd fish, “Jack 
all sciences and master Should 
not feel our high schools that there 
urgent, critical need for such teach- 
ers, who are very well prepared direct 
the neophytes’ first steps along the path 
science? They should keen that 
they can anticipate any pitfalls; skillec 
that they can influence these novices 
further pursue the scientific goal. They 
should arouse students desire em- 
brace satisfying life: long scientific 
career which they will contribute, 
Catholics and scientists, the welfare 
and culture our nation and the 
our Church.

SINCE THE WAR, Marquette University Milwaukee has 
had men’s dormitory its new building agenda. Money 
was pledged, site was available, and sketches were drawn for 
U-shaped building accommodate 300. Then more than 9700 
students decended upon the Marquette campus give the Jesuit 
university the largest enrollment any Catholic school the 
country. Two-thirds the students were men, about 2400 
whom were from out town and need housing. The Jesuit 
Fathers took one look their building scrapped 
them. 

They sent teams university officials the east and west 
with instructions inspect student housing other college 
campuses. The men returned with host practical ideas 
discuss with the architect, William Sherer, who member 
Brielmaier Sons, prominent Milwaukee architectural firm.

Opened last November, the build- 
ing provides such extra facilities lounges, cafeteria, chapel, 
game and meeting rooms, laundry, automatic elevator and tele- 
phone service. has residence suites for the housekeeper, man- 
ager, engineer, and chaplain; suite six offices; complete kitchen 
for serving cafeteria, snack bar and private dining room; and 
centralized bakery that supplies the entire campus with baked 

When university located the heart metropolis. 
premium; buildings can grow only one way: up. 
The dormitory occupies long narrow site, 336 150 
North 13th St., location convenient campus activities. The 
brick building reaches eight stories above its full 
b.sement.

Linoleum, successor wood for 
classroom flooring, offered high resistance 
abrasions, was quiet, and was easy 
install and maintain. with wood, how- 
ever, well-vented subflooring was neces- 
sity and deterrent overwhelming ac- 
ceptance school builders. 

The coming improved tiles after 
World War rubber, 
provided schools with what now 
generally considered one the best class- 
room floors. Especially this true as- 
phalt tile which has relatively high re- 
sistance abrasions and wear, and 
easy install over concrete subfloor 
over grade. Tiles, for the most part, are 
fireproof, and resist acids, alkalis, and 


electricity. Repairs and maintenance, fur- 
thermore, are quite inexpensive. 

other areas the school plant, the 
trends are: 

corridors, toilet rooms, and kitchens, 
the overwhelming trend modern schools 
masonry natural stone, such 
marble and slate; manufactured stone, 
such concrete and terrazzo; and clay 
products, such ceramic tile. 

Marble rarely used for school flooring 
because its high original installation 
cost. fireproof, very durable, and 
inexpensive maintain. Concrete used 
extensively school subflooring. 
finished flooring, tends “dust” upon 
wear. Similarly, terrazzo has very hard 
surface and long wearing. very at- 
tractive, but becomes slippery when wet 
and will crack and split. 

Ceramic tile used primarily school 
lavatories and places where high degree 
colorful, and easy maintain. However, 
while acids alkalis not affect the 
flooring itself, they affect the joints 
between the tiles. 

multipurpose rooms, auditoriums, 
wood has proved one the prac- 
tical floorings available and still the 
favorite far.

Asphalt and Asbestos 
Tile Institute, New York City, says: 


Proper care asphalt tile floors 
school will vary with the type area, the 
amount traffic, and the type equip- 
ment which the installation can afford. 
Mechanical equipment can help materially 
keeping asphalt tile floors proper con- 
dition, and, wherever possible, scrubbing 
and polishing machines are recommended. 
The number times floor should 
washed waxed depends almost entirely 
the traffic which subjected, but, 
whether the interval short long be- 
tween maintenance operations, such opera- 
tions should regular throughout the year 
and not occasional. large areas this 
even more important than small areas, 
since the cost per square foot for proper 
maintenance can only kept down 
reasonable level planned, regular main- 
tenance program adopted. 

There are four basic steps the care 
asphalt tile floors. Sweeping, washing, 
waxing, and protecting against indentation. 


Equipment and Materials Required

floor, will save considerable time and 
labor compared ordinary mops. Me- 
chanical equipment will not only 
superior maintenance job, but will also 
pay for itself short period time. 

Materials required include: soap 
cleaner recommended the asphalt tile 
manufacturer, good, mild neutral 
soap; self-polishing wax recommended 
the tile manufacturer, any good grade 
water emulsion wax; steel wool pads 
(use only No. 2/0 No. 0); sweeping 
compound recommended the tile manu- 
facturer. 

Daily sweeping recommended re- 
move loose dirt and gritty particles which 
may ground into the tile. This will cut 
down the number times the floor will 
have washed. Use soft hair push 
broom. Sweeping compounds recommended 
the tile manufacturer may 
where necessary keep down the 
dust. not use oil solvent base sweep- 
ing compounds they will soften the tile 
and muddy its appearance. Often de- 
sirable dry buff the floors after they 
have been swept order maintain 
nice sheen. 


Instructions for Washing 


new floors, allow sufficient time for 
the tile become tightly adhered the 
subfloor before washing. This may require 
several days. the meantime, cleaning 
necessary, wipe with slightly moistened 
cloth mop. Always sweep the floor thor- 
oughly before washing. Dilute the soap 
cleaner with warm water accordance 
with the manufacturer’s instructions. Ap- 
ply the solution with mop approxi- 
mately 100 square feet. Scrub with the 
machine, using Palmetto Brush. Remove 
hard-to-clean spots with steel wool. Squee- 
gee soapy water spot not yet scrubbed. 

Rinse area scrubbed with clear water, 
using clean mop. (Do not flood the floor.) 
Wring out mop and wipe the area dry. 
vacuum pick-up tank available, use 
this for removing rinse water from the 
floor. Follow above procedure until the 
entire floor has been scrubbed and rinsed. 


Instructions for Waxing 


Make sure that the floor thoroughly 
dry and clean. Apply small amount 
the approved self-polishing, water emulsion 
wax. Spread out thinly over large 
area possible, using long, straight strokes 
with the regular wax applicator. After one 
area has been waxed, move the next 
until entire floor covered with thin 
coat wax. not walk the newly 
waxed area for least minutes. 
When high polish desired, allow the 
wax dry, then polish with the machine 
using the Tampico brush. Some good slip- 
resistant waxes are available which can 
used where slip-hazard exists. 

Where waxing not desired large in- 
stitutional areas, regular dry buffing with 
scrubbing polishing brush immediately 
following the washing the floor rec- 
ommended. 


not use waxes cleaners containing 
gasoline, kerosene, naphtha, turpentine, 
mineral solvents, they soften the tile and 
cause the colors bleed. not use 
varnishes, lacquers, shellac, other plastic 
finishes, they usually contain solvents 
which will permanently injure the tile. 


Protecting Against Indentation 


Asphalt tile floors must 
against permanent indentation caused 
heavy loads small sharp bearing 
surfaces. Remove any small metal domes 
from the furniture legs, and apply smooth, 
flat based glides, soft treaded casters 
furniture cups that are recommended 
the tile manufacturers.

floor RUBBER TILE 


Rubber Manufacturers Association, 
Inc., New York City, suggests: 


floor depends chiefly upon the use cor- 
rect cleaners and polishes and adherence 
regular maintenance schedule. Chief 
enemy all types flooring materials, 
and one which likely constant 
threat school, sand and abrasive- 
type soil. Daily sweeping with soft floor 
brush remove loose dirt will help guard 
against scratching. 

Frequent systematic buffing materially 
reduces the number necessary washings 
and can keep the rubber floor surface 
bright and new-looking. 

Occasional wiping with mop dampened 
clear, cold water will take most sur- 
face soil not removed dry cleaning. 
Stubborn stains, such spilled ink, crayon 
marks, etc., can removed rubbing 
with very fine steel wool. touching 
with wax and buffing will restore the sur- 
face luster. 

Rubber floors may kept unwaxed, 
desired, although light wax treatment 
generally preferred. Only recommended 
water emulsion wax 
should used, and this should applied 
sparingly and more frequently than 
needed restore worn areas. 

Complete cleaning and refinishing the 
floor desirable usually three four 
times year—depending upon the use 
which the room receives, amount traffic 
the floor, and (in relation the school’s 
location) the amount soil which 
tracked in. 

thoroughly clean the floor: sweep 
brush away all loose dirt; dip and wring 
out mop pail correctly mixed, ap- 
proved cleaning solution and mop; rinse 
mop second pail clear, cool, luke- 
warm water and wipe floor free cleaning 
solution; buff thoroughly after floor has 
dried; inspect make certain all dirt and 
marks have been removed. 

wax the floor: pour approved wax 
into shallow receptacle; dip applicator and 
apply thin coat over small area using 
wiping motion (Do not rub); buff when 
floor has dried hard. 

previously noted, the wax wears off 


certain sections only, these can 
cleaned and rewaxed without doing the en- 
tire floor. Routine damp mopping with cold 
water does not remove the polish, that 
when the wax wears off only certain sec- 
tions, rewaxing the entire floor withou: 
complete wax removal will 
built-up layers wax the unworn por- 
tion. Such accumulation wax 
tend make the floor look dull and even 
dingy the layers continue built 
too frequent waxing without 
cleaning and wax removal. 


Use Approved Cleaners 


Materials and procedures for maintaining 
rubber floors are simple and 
cated, but they should strictly adhered 
the floor give satisfactory per- 
formance. The only cleaning materials 
which should ever used are clean, cold 
water (applied sparingly with dampened 
mop), approved cleaning solution and 
approved wax. Oils, greases, sweeping 
compounds containing oil, treated mops 
should never used nor should 
kerosene, naphtha, other solvents 
resorted for removing spots from the 
floor. Never paint, varnish, lacquer 
shellac rubber floor. 

While rubber flooring usually not 
susceptible indentation, advisable 
follow these few simple precautions: 

Provide flat smooth cups least 
inches width under heavy furniture legs, 
flat 1-inch glides chairs. 

Equip swivel-type chairs and other 
“rolling equipment” with broad-surfaced 
rubber casters (at least 2-inch diameter). 

not push heavy pieces furniture 
equipment across the bare floor. 

The greatest hazards rubber floors in- 
stalled school are tracked-in sand and 
dirt and excessive water from wet and 
snowy footwear. Good door mats and 
suitable mats, racks other accommoda- 
tion for wet outerwear and umbrellas can 
minimize this problem.

FACED with enrollment more 
than 9700 students, the largest any 
Catholic university college, Marquette 
University Milwaukee, has developed 
food service operation meet its needs. 
Five years ago food service Marquette 
was small lunch counter operation; today 
annual one million dollar business. 

Any successful food service operation 
needs (1) adequate facilities and (2) 
competent manager. Fortunately, 
quette has both. 


The Facilities 

Since 1952, the university has opened 
three new buildings each with extensive 
kitchen and dining facilities: Brooks Me- 
morial Union; Hall, women’s 
dormitory; and Walter Schroeder Hall, the 
new men’s dormitory. These three units 
constitute per cent the food service 
operation the university. Two other 
women’s dormitories, Lisette Lodge and 
Alumnae House, also serve residents. 

The most extensive facilities are con- 
centrated Brooks Memorial Union. 
Here more than 1500 meals are served 
daily the main-floor student cafeteria; 
and another 4400 are served the grill 
and soda fountain the lower level. 
There are private dining facilities for 500, 
including the faculty dining room. 

Approximately 1500 meals are served 
daily the three women’s dormitories: 
Hall serves 1000; Lisette 270; 
and Alumnae House 200. the women’s 
dorms, room and board includes two meals 
daily, breakfast and dinner, days per week. 

Walter Schroeder Hall, the only 


men’s dormitory serving meals, the 600 
residents are offered three meals per day. 
Monday through Friday the student 
cafeteria. September, residents will re- 
ceive two meals daily, breakfast and dinner, 
seven days per week. addition the 
student cafeteria, the hall also has 
grillroom where residents and guests may 
purchase hamburgers, sandwiches, and 
fountain items cash basis. The grill, 
open daily from p.m., does its 
biggest business Sunday afternoon when 


Centralized Bakery

fall, the university also had space for 
new centralized bakery. compact quar- 
ters, ft., there special bakery 
equipment worth $10,000. huge Middle- 
shelves, each holding three standard bake 
pans. special steamer cabinet used for 
raising dough.
